SHERIFF CUSHING RENOMINATED BY RE- 
PUBLICANS — FRANCIS BIGELOW OF 
NATICK FOB COUNTY COMMISSIONER, 


The fight against the County Con mis- ! 
sinners of Middlesex made the con- 
vention in Lowell, Wednesday, one of 
the liveliest for maLy years. Wheu 
the gathering was called to order 
at 10.50 o’clock, 429 out of the 455 dele- 
gates to which the convention was en- 
titled were present, and credentials were 
still comiug iu. 

An organization was effected with 
Hod. James Pierce of Malden as chair- 
man and Henry W. Pitman of Somerville 
as secretary. Tbe reference to Gov. 
Greenhalge by the former received hearty 
applause. 

Henry G. Cushing was renominated 
for Sheriff of Middlesex by acel amatiou, 
although the uame of Jos. S. Stearns ot 
Waltham was presented as an opposiug 
candidate. 

Tbeu tbe fight was begun fur the 
nomination ot a County Commissioner 
for three years. Geu. E. R. Cb.implin 
of Cambridge placed iu nomination the 
name of Frauds Bigelow of Natick. 
Representative George R. Jones of Mel- 
rose, in a ringing speech, at uuce placed 
iu nomiuiliou his principal opponent, 
Levi S. Gould of Melrose. Among his 
qualifications mentioned were his service 
iu tlie Legislature: the fact that he had 
acted us a Moderator on $4 occasions, 
and his desceut from a trooper of King 
Philip’s War. 

P. R. Johnson of Hollistou placed iu 
nomination Mr. Henry E. Bullard of that 
town. Representative Dalliuger of Cam- 
bridge, who has led the attack upou tbe 
commissioners, was theu recognized by 
tbe ebair, and greeted with loud ap- 
plause. He charged the commissioners 
with oegligence in failing to oppose the 
old Tyugsboro Bridge resolution, and 
went at length into tbe question of tlie 
Court House in Lowell, which be de- 
clared was being built without competi- 
tion. 

The attack upon the commissioners 
brought Mr, Brigham of liudsou ami 
Representative W. II. F. Hayes of Lowell 
to the defence of Mr. Bigelow. The 
former spoke briefly, but the latter came 
down to the front of the hall aud made 
an address that at first was greeted w ith 
laughter and loud applause. He took 
the blame of the bridge resolution upon 
himself, aud then turuiug to th<- affairs 
of the county, declared that the tax rate 
was the lowest iu tbe Stale. Theu he 
began to ridicule Mr. Dalliuger as "a 
I juvenile youth, who may have learned in 
his school books,” wheu he was iuter- 
I rupted by hisses from the delegates. 

I Au excitiug scene followed aud Mr. 

' llayes closed his speeeli. 

Mr. Dalliuger replied briefly, ami a 
ballot was dually takeu. The result of 
the ballot was: Whole uumher, -131; 
necessary, 21(1; Frauds Bigelow, 304; 

l.eviS. Gould, 121; Henry E. Bullard, tl. 
The uominatiuu of Mr. Bigelow was 
made unanimous. Fred N. Wier was re- 
uoniiuated as District Attorney for three 
years hy ucclamatiou.

NILES FOR SENATOR 

RESULT OF REPUBLICAN CONVENTION IN 
SECOND MIDDLESEX. 

Tho Second Middlesex Republican 
Senatoiial Convention was held at Wal- 
tham Wednesday evening. The conven- 
tion was called to order by Col. E. C. 
Benton of Belmont at 7.30 o’c.ock. J. F. 
Hutchinson of Lexington was chosen 
Temporary Chairman, and Charles E. 
Tracey of Waltham Temporary Secre- 
tary. This organization waa later in the 
evening made permanent. 

Ou motion of L. E. Benuick of Lexing- 
ton, a Committee on Credentials was 
appoimed, each town in tbe district to 
have one representative. Out of 65 dele- 
gates to which the convention was en- 
titled. 64 were present, the Lincoln dele- 
gate being tbe oDly one absent. 

Mr. Dunn of Watertown then present- 
ed tbe uame of J. P. Niles of Watertown 
as a candidate for re-election as Senator. 
Mr. Dunn further said: “Dr. Niles is 
not the best man who ever occupied a 
Senatorial chair, but be will compare 
favorably with any. He is a man who 
has backbone, courage, and will stand up 
against the lobby every time. He is not 
a man who will be found missing when 
an important matter is before the Senate, 
but will be found doing his duty every 
time. He entered the Senate at a great 
disadvantage. Has he made any mis- 
take?” Mr. Shepard of NewtoD seconded 
the nomination of Dr. Niles. 

Charles M. Sudden of Waltham then 
presented the name of Fred H. Bradford, 
the regular Republican nominee. He 
said: “I nominate Mr. Bradford because 
I btlieve tbe delegates will nominate a 
man who has made a record at the State 
House. Representative Bradford has 
made a record excelled by no other. He 
has accomplished good work. The com- 
ing winter will have important matters 
coming up, as the improvement of the 
Charles river embankment, metropolitan 
water Bupply and metropolitan parks 
and boulevard. He is a Republican of 
tbe Republicans. In the past he has re- 
ceived the support of Waltham, and will 
this time if nominated.” Mr. L. E. Ben- 
Dick of Lexiugtou seconded the nomina- 
tion of Representative Bradford.

2. Wherever wouieu have had the 
bailot they have voted solid agaiust the 
saloon. At Rockford, 111., at a special 
eleot.au, women were Glowed to Vote ou 
tbe liceuse question; 2900 women voted, 
but oulv two voted iu favor of license. 
Many similar instances can be given. 

3. With the help of womau's vote 
belter uieu would be elected to office.

To Owners of Horses. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

The attention of Newton people, who 
are owners of horses, is called to the 
following extracts from an article 
written many years ago, by Capt. John 
Codmau of New Y'ork city, after 
perusal of “Black Beauty.” 

“As I sit by my window opposite Giace 
church, N. Y., on a Sunday noon, I see a 
tong low of carriages drawn up before 
its sacred walk. Fashion, wealth aud 
beauty are within the church calling 
themselves miserable sinners as indeed 
they are. Outside, are some of the evi- 
dences of their sinfulness. There sit 
their coachman looking down from their 
boxes on tbe lacerated stumps at one end 
of their horses while the other end of 
them is jerked up into the air. Not even 
while their masters are at prayer can 
they be relieved from this torture. Every 
now and then the coacbmeu touch them 
up with the whip aud yauk upon tbe 
reins to keep up their style, aud to make 
them champ their bits and foam at tbe 
mouth. 

“I crossed over there the other Sunday 
and interviewed some of those horses. 

In every one of them there was a pained 
expression of tbe eye aud a nervous 
twitching of the upper lip. Their faces 
betokened unspeakable agony. * 

The poor beasts seemed to discern pity 
in my face and every feature of their 
own bad a tongue that said, 'For God’s 
sake, yes, for God’s Bake, for we are his 
creatures, go into that church aud tell 
tho preacher to cut short his lessons for 
the day and to send his congregation out 
here to take an object lesson from us. 

I wish that Dr. Huuliugtou would take 
“Black Beaury” into his pulpit aud let 
him preach to his people. • • * 

“I have always believed in tho im- 
mortality of animals. Agassiz believed 
in it so did Currier so did Luther and 
many other great men were not ashamed 
to confess it. It was not strange that iu 
my dream I saw these frieuds whose ac- 
quaintance I had so pleasantly made in 
“Black Beauty,” changing their shapes 
and floating in the air where they were 
joined by ‘the chariots of Israel and the 
horsemen thereof.’ 

"A< last in the aerial cavalcade came 
the Grace church mar'yrs, more pleased 
that their tails hid grown out and that 
they were enjoying a free rein than that 
thev, like Pegasus, had baeu given wings. 
There thev were dragging their carriages 
over the clouds, hut the carriages were 
empty. Yes, there must be a place for j 
good hor.es and a place for bad men.”

Mr. Mason presented tbe resignation 
of Miss Charlotte A. Maynard as a teach- 
er in the Mason school.

Superintendent Aldrich read his re- 
port, in which bo said that more money 
would be ueeded for the schools, and one 
of the urgent ueeds was more money for 
physical training at the High school. 
The introduction of industrial training 
as petitioned for would also mean in- 
creased expenditures. Good kindergar- 
tens were oxpousive, but it was wise 
economy to have them. 

The Commercial course in the High 
school now has 70 pupils, and the three 
years’ course promises to fill the require- 
ments of those who wish to go into 
busiuess instead of going to college. 
Such a course would increase the High 
school expenses about $1300. 

The superintendent rocommeuded also 
a new High school building. 

Mr. Howes reported unfavorably on 
tbe petitiou for industrial training for 
reasons mentioned by the superinten- 
dent. 

The High school committeo called at- 
tention to the unsatisfactory condition 
of the old part of the High school build- 
ing, which is very much out of repair, 
and there is also ueed of more room. 
The blick addition was built in 1S80, and 
a now section was contemplated to be 
built two years later, but nothing has 
been (lone, and the committee recom- 
mended the passing of an order calling 
for the immediate construction of a 
building to accommodare 900 pupils. 
The order was adopted by a unanimous 
vote. 

$11,480.93 wns appropriated for school 
expenses for September. An order was 
adopted, asking tho city couucii to appro- 
priate $2,000 more for incidentals aud 
$800 for general expenses. 

Mr. Smith presented an estimate of 
the school expenses for 1890 aggregating 
$159,357, against estimated expenses for 
the present year of $148,051. Ho said 
that there had beeu an increase in ex- 
pense for teachers of $2500 and an in- 
crease on account of the salaries of 
teachers in the kindergartens of $2800. 

An order was adopted in accoidauce 
with the above report calling for such an 
appropriation from tbe city couucii 

On motion of Mrs. Martin, Herbert M. 
Chase was appointed principal of the 
Nonautum evening school at $3 a night 
and Edwin R. Crane aud Sarah F. Duane 
assistants at $1.50 a night. 

Edwin F. Steveub was appointed prin 
cipai of tbe Clafiin evening school at $5 
a night, with Willard F. Maroy aud 
Martha A. Dix assistants at $3 a night. 

Mr. Beck introduced an order instruct- 
ing the superintendent to procure a com- 
petent master for the Hamilton Bchool 
at Lower Falls, and spoke at some length 
upon the matter, denouncing the present 
arrangement as unfair. 

A long discussion followed, in which 
the supi-rintendeut stated that tbe hiring 
of a master would lead to the overcrowd- 
iug of tlie building, owing to tbe kinder- 
garten having one of the rooms. 

The matter was fiually referred to the 
Ward 4 committee. 

The matter of Fiske’g history, which 
it was claimed teachers had advised 
scholars to buy, came up, aud Mr. Aid- 
rich was directed to fiud out if such ad- 
vice had been given. 


Beginning Sunday, service* in recog- 
nition of tho 40th anniversary of Grace 
church, Newton, were held in the at- 
tractively situated church edifice on Eld- 
redgo street, The Sundayr eligious 
observances were of an impres- 
sive character, and proved nn occasion 
of deep interest for tho large gathering 
of worshippers in attendance. Tho 
music added to the impressiveness of tho 
solemn Episcopal ritual, and was 
rendered by tho Grnco church choir of 
men and boys under the direction of Mr. 
Harry Brooks Day. Several of the 
hymns wero mimbored among thoso sung 
in tho early days of the parsb. Rov. 
Georgo Wolfe Sbinn, D. D., rector of 
Grace church, preached at the morning 
services. His subject wns: “Some Pos- 
sible Things in tho Future of tho 
Parish,” 

He commenced by saying that no ono 
had the power to predict the future, but 
that it wns possible for nuy ono to read 
tendencies and thus to see what was pos- 
sible in the years to come. In studying 
the past history of the parish and in 
looking about on the signs of the times, 
ho said that he could see two ontirely 
different pictures. One was painful to 
look upon; the other was inspiring. 
Tbe first pioture, tho speaker went on to 
say, suggests the possibility of decay. 
This parish has enjoyed an unusual 
period of prosperity. Is it possible that 
it has reached the aorne of its outward 
prosperity, aud tlint it will decline in tho 
years to come? Will tho influences of 
scepticism aud infidelity retard its future 
growth and usefulness? It is possible 
that it may decline from these causes 
and from a decline iu spiritual pros- 
perity. Loss of interest in religious life 
is possible. The people under the in- 
fluence of those who snei-r at religion 
may lose much of their faith. The ten- 
dency of tho tiinos seems to be, oue 
hears quite often said, in the direction of 
Ihe growth of that element in tho com- 
munity classed aB having no belief in 
God. This parish may then cease to he 
interested in its proper work, to decline 
in spirituality, to he the scene of strifo 
and contention aud fiually to become 
dead and useless in the community. 
One especial thing that suggests such a 
possibility is tbe widespread desecration 
of tbe Lord’s day, which some church 
people are so ready to excuse and to en 
courage by their own neglect of oburcb 
attendance. 

Passing from the picture of a dis- 
tracted, declining parish, Rev. Dr. Sbinn 
drew the contrasted picture of what he 
hoped would be tbe actual representa 
cion of Grace church in the future. 
Going on from present prosperity and 
harmony, said he, I hope the timfe will 
come when every member of the con 
gregation will become a giver of a fair 
proportion of his income tor tbe Huppoit 
of tbe parish, missions and all benevolont 
activities. May tho time come when we 
can take up some now object each year, 
such us tho building of a chapel for a 
now mission, supporting a student for 
some other work that will show our in- 
terest in Christ’s cause. 

In conclusion the speaker urged 
greater attention to spiritual religion and 
to tbe development of a highor standard 
of rectitude in the community. He 
wanted a church, he said, to become 
everything that could bo asked of it as 
an organization for the uplifting of men 
and for the hastening of tho comiug of 
tbe kingdom of heaven. The ideal, said 
he, must be a parish so earnest, so 
cordial, so spiritual that men will bless 
God for tbe helpful influences it extends 
to them; a parish where distinctions of 
rich and poor are loBt Bight of, and 
where all men are as brothers beoattse 
members of the same family in the Lord; 
a parish with aims so siucerely Christ- 
ian that all who become parts of it may 
realize it as a gate toward heaven. 

There was a service of holy com- 
muuiou following the rector’s discourse.

No one being ofliciolly authorized to 
call such a mooting, 1 may bo pormittod, 
as tbo pastor longest in residence in this 
city, to invito you and others to como 
together, informally, on tlie cveuing of 
Tuesday, Sept. 24th. Possibly this pre- 
liminary conference may decide upon tbe 
bolding of more formal meetings Inter 
on. 

"In coming to this conference you are 
not asked to surrender your honest con- 
victions nor to put yourself in nn atti- 
tude of disloyally to the religious body 
which you represent. Lot us first see 
whore we agree, and then, later on, try 
to reconcile our differences.” 

A number unable to attend Hent lettors 
expressing gront interest iu tbe confer- 
ence, nnd on the night appointed there 
wero representatives from all the re- 
ligious bodies in Newton: Roman 
Catholic, Episcopal, Methodist, Baptist, 
Congregational, Unitarian, Universalist 
and Swedenborgiau. 

The meeting was a very harmonious 
one, and resulted in tho appointment of 
a committee to prepare the outline of a 
constitution for nn association of New- 
ton ministers. 

Among the many useful purposes 
which such a society will serve there 
may probably be the consideration of the 
following four questions: 

1. How can all Christians unite in 
securing the highest welfare of our city? 
(Better observance of the Lord’s Day, 
suppression of intemporauco and other 
vices, increased regard for the sanctity 
of marriage, prevoutiou of pauperism, 
promotion of integrity in political affairs, 
a more just and brotherly relation be- 
tween employer and employees, the con- 
secrated use of wealth, etc.) 

2. Wbat concessions, affecting no vital 
principle, c in be made to allay bitterness 
among Christians, and to prepare the | 
way for a closer union? 

3. What features in other religious j 
bodies commend themselves as effective j 
for accomplishing good tor special i 
classos.or as worthy of general adoption? j 

4. What are the essential principles 
of the Christian Faith, around which we 
are to cluster? 

Titere was general agreement that one j 
of the most effectual roads to unity wns | 
Christian work rather than the discus- 
sion of theological differences.

Tbe first service of Grsoe chin ch was 
held in 1854.

Rev. Dr. Sluun 
read letters from clergymen, congratulat- 
ing tbe parish outhe anniversary, aud re- 
gretting their inability to attend, aud \ 
also from maay former members.

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WAS IT SUICIDE? 


FIIIKNDS OF OKOHOB 8. D ALI1Y INCMNEll 
TO DOllTlT IT. 


The residents of West Newton were 
startled to read in the daily impels of 
the reported suioide of George S. Dalby 
a well known paiuter of West Newton. 

The story was that ho wont aboard the 
steamer Lewestou, for Rockland, Satur- 
day afternoon, gave his ticket to the 
purser and asked not to be disturbed, as 
he had been up all night the night be- 
fore. When the stoamor reached 
Bangor ho wns not in his stateroom, the 
door was looked and the window open. 
In the state room were his coat, hat, 
trousers aud shoes, and also a bottle 
containing a little carbolic acid. Ouly 
75 cents was found in his clothes. 

Saturday evening Mrs. Dalby received 
a letter from her husband, saying that 
before it fell into her hands he would bo 
dead. This letter, which was post- 
marked Boston, wns affectionate in tone, 
and stated that ho was financially em- 
barrassed in such a way that his friends 
were involvod, and his only resource was 
in suicide. A similar letter was re- 
ceived by E. E. Uurdon, who lives op- 
posite. Lie was asked to take charge of 
Dalby’s life insurance and pay his debts. 
Another letter wns sent to Walter Grant 
of Newtouv’lle of substantially the same 
tenor. 

The letters were mailed from Clark's 
hotel in Boston at 4 o’clock Saturday 
afternoon, aud this shows that he re- 
turned to the ho el after visiting the 
boat. 

His flieuds, however, believe that he 
returned to the boat from the hotel, aud 
either left the boat just before its de- 
parture fiom Boston or on its arrivul in 
Rockland, Me., at 1 o’clock Sunday 
morning. 

It is certain, however, that he was at 
Clark’s after the time be left bis ticket 
with the purser, with the request that 
he should uot be disturbed, because he 
had been up all night. 

Shortly before 4 o’clock he was at the 
Town club on Boylston street, of which 
he was a member, and frequently re- 
marked that he must hurry in order to 
get the boat for Bangor. 

He was last seen, ns far as is known, 
by Walter Grant of Newtonville, who 
left him about 4 o’olock, or some time 
after Mr. Dalby first went abjard the 
Bangor boat. When last seeu, however, 
he said he was going to Bangor. 

The letters written by the missing man 
were in a decidedly dramatic vein, and 
described his promised suioide as a "rash 
act." 

When last seen Mr. Dalby had a hand 
bag of russet leather. This bag was not 
found in the stateroom with the clothes 
and hat. 

At Clark’s hotel he cashed a check 
for $100, aud had that amount of money 
in bis possession at 4 o’clock, or one 
hour before the boat sailed. 

Mr. Dalby’s fri-nds are inclined to the 
opinion that he left the steamer at either 
Boston or Rocklaud and that he is now 
in Canada. 

It was ascertained today that Mr. 
Dalby’s preparations for departure were 
more complete thau was anticipated. 

It was found that within two days of 
his departure he had borrowed $2600 
from friends, aud that he must have 
been iu possession of at least $3500 ur. 
the time of his departure. 

His wife's little fortuue has been spent 
bv him, it is alleged, and his debts iu 
West Newton are said to be even larger 
thau was at first supposed. 

It is said that be had beeu playiug 
poker of late, aud had beeu a heavy 
lose 

Ue spent much of his time in Boston 
and was well known about the hotels. 

His store is now in charge ot A. J. 
Jordan who was put in as keeper by the 
West Newton National Bank. 

Ho was heavily iusured, having $10,000 
in the Equitable aud $5000 in other or- 
ganizations, and it is quite generally be- 
lieved that the suicide ruse was adopted 
iu tho hope of securing this money lor 
his wife. 

Mr. Dalby had always kept up appear- 
ances aud was a man of very pleasing 
address, and always dressed well. Those 
who know him well say he was the last 
man to commit suicide under any cir- 
cumstances, but there is no saying what 
a man will do w beu driven into a tight 
corner by pressing financial claims, 
which he cannot meet. The whole oir- 
cumstances surrounding his disappear- 
ance are so melodramatic, however, that 
it will be hard to convince people that it 
was really a case of suicide, unless his 
dead body should be found. 

DID NOT LEAVE BV THE BOAT. 

Later revelations show that Dalby did 
uot leave by the boat, us that left at 5 
o'clock, Saturday, and he wus seen ou 
Court streot, at 5.30 by Murtiu C. Latlie, 
a constable in the Newton Court. Latlie 
knew Dalby well. He was returning to 
Newton from Lowell. He left Lowell at 
4.15 p. in., arriving in Boston at 5 15. 
He walked up Sudbury street to Court. 
At the corner of Brattle he saw Dalby 
coming aloug hurriedly and going toward 
Sudbury street. 

CUT AN ACQUAINTANCE. 

Laftie was about to speak to Dalby, 
wheu Dalby turned his head away, as 
If to avoid the meeting. He passed ou. 
quickening bis step. Dalby wus dressed 
iu a suit of blauk and wore a black derby 
hat. This vas his best suit of clothes. 
The suit fouud in the stateroom ou the 
Lewiston wus a blue one. It wus his 
business suit. There was also a brown 
derby hut. 

There can be no doubt of the identity 
of the man that Latlie saw. lie is posi- 
tive of the mun. He aud Dalby were on 
speaking terms, uud had known each 
other a long time. The Newton police 
also assert that they have found another 
man who saw Dulby at dp. in. His uume 
is not revealed. 

These statements establish the faot 
that Dalby, after having gone uboard the 
Lewiston, changed his clothing und 
crawled out of the window, after having 
looked the stateroom door ou the iueide. 
Ue hud plenty of time to do it before 
there was any number of people ou the 
steamer. 

HIS BUSINESS I'UCU 1.1 A It I IT IDS. 

Mr. Dalby owes nearly ull of his help, 
aud his "mysterious disappearance" af- 
fects iheui more thun many others of his 
creditors, uud Dulby lias lots of creditors. 

Two days baforu Dalby disappeared he 
entered Mr. Turletou's dry goods store 
at West Newton with his blandest smile, 
uud, after exchanging courtesies iu the 
usual manner, tf** Mr. Turletou a little 
tale of business woe. He said tliut Mr. 
Hunt, the carpenter and contractor, 
owed him $2,000, that Hunt could uot 
pav it, und that us he bud to moot a 
note of $000 ou which amount he wus 
shy $200, if Mr. Turletou would give him 


a check for $200 he would exchange 
therefor his own check for a like amount, 
his check not to be deposited until Sat- 
uiday. Mr. Tarleton was n little sus- 
picious, and said ha wns a little "Hhy" 
himself and could not possibly do it. 
Mr. Dalby retired gracefully, and now 
Mr. Tarleton is glad. 

Dalby did not have smooth sailing all 
the time and with all of the people. He 
ran up against Mrs. I)r. Bishon of Crafts 
street, West Newton. In a little business 
deal some time ago whioli caused some 
little comment as well as amusement 
at the time. 

He signed a contract to paint the in- 
terior of Mrs. Bishop's bouse for $4$8. 
Ho presented a bill for $1X50 when t tie 
job wns completed, $00 of which, how- 
ever, wns for another person’s services, 
nnd was allowed. 

Mrs. Bishop stared hard at the bill for 
some time, and then stared at Dalby, but 
he brought hiB self assurance along with 
him, and told her that the job was cheap 
at that. She produced the contract. He 
assured her that he had done $1100 worth 
of work, contract or no contract, and 
threatened her with the law if she did 
not pay him. 

Site next consulted her lawyer, and the 
matter was submitted to experts for ar- 
bitration. The result was that she paid 
him $700. He came around after the 
other $200, and kept coming around, and 
pleaded that he was in need of money. 
She was adamant, however. Then he 
offered to paint the outside of the house 
for the $200. She agreed. He wanted a 
note in advaooe, and Bhe gave it to him. 
But there wns a proviso iu the note, 
which stated that it was good only when 
tho work of painting the outside of her 
house was completed. This did not 
trouble Dalby. lie took it to tho bank. 
The bank was troubled, however. It 
did not waot that kind of paper, neither 
did anybody else. 

Back comes Dalby. He wanted a dif- 
ferently worded note, a30-day note, and 
as the work would be complsted in a 
week, and he had already put men on 
the job. she ihought, that that was not a 
bad business proposition, but she de- 
cided to consult her lawyer. After two 
or three days of consultation, during 
which time tho work was progressing, 
Mr. Dalby got his note, but uot without 
some misgivings on the part of Mrs. 
Bishop. She was afraid that when the 
note was cashed that would be the end 
of the painting on her house. But her 
lawyer made him agree to finish the job, 
and he did, although it is said that some 
of the workmen have been waiting for 
their pay since. 

The Boston friends oi Mr. Dalby have 
been hit the hardest, it is now thought. 
There iB no way of getting at the exact 
amount, but it is known that some of the 
members of one club to which Dalby be- 
longed are out $500 to $600, and perhaps 
a good deal more. The whole atnouut 
of his "financial transactions" in four 
days before he disappeared will reach 
$4000— that is at the rate of $1000 per 
dav. 

Everybody sympathizes with his wife 
and all speak of her in the highest 
terms.

The Democratic State Convention, ns 
expected, Rave Geo. Fred. Williams the 
honor of a nomination for governor, 
which will prove an empty one this year, 
unless all signs tail, and there is little 
hope for tho reRt of the state ticket. The 
plntform adopted is one of the best that 
has boon constructed in this state in 
recent years, and the framers of it were 
evidently the ablest men in the conven- 
tion, who were given full sway to build 
whatever kiud of a structure they 
pleased. Tho comments on some of the 
tendencies of government in Massachu- 
setts are wiso and timely, and could be 
approved by the great mass of Republi- 
cans, who do not approve of the effort to 
deprive cities of home rulo, by centraliz- 
ing the police power of cities in the 
governor, nor the way in which corpora- 
tions have been allowed to carry every- 
thing before them in the legislature, and 
usurp the rights of the people. Mr. Wil- 
liams on such a platform will make a 
very warm campaign, but there are al- 
ready signs that the reforms demanded 
will be urged by Republicans also. The 
plank in favor of good roudB will be found 
in all platforms this year, and shows that 
the politicians are aware of the great 
number of wheelmen who have votes. 
The platform is an interesting one, nud 
it promises to make state issues the 
prominent topic all through the cam- 
paign. In regard to recent legislatures 
it might be said that the Democratic 
members have beeu just as careless of 
public rights, when threatened by tho 
corporations, as the Republicims, and 
the ouly remedy seems to be to put up 
better men all round, aud then arouse 
public attention to such an extent that 
they will not dare deviate fron the pro- 
por path.

OVER A MILLION. 


CONTEST OVEIt THE WILL OF »t US. El.IZ 
AUKTIt KI.nitl.DOF. OF NEWTON. 


The will of Mrs. Elizabeth T. Eldredge 
of West Newton wns allowod ill the pro- 
liato court at East Cambridge this vester- i 
day without opposition, although it had I 
been announced that there would be n 1 
contest. 

The will disposes of property estimated j 
to be worth over $1,000,000, and a codicil i 
makes further disposition of the nddi- j 
tioual sum of about $400,000. 

It is over the codicil that tho contest : 
comes, although the allowance of the 
will and codicil does not settle the con- 
troversy, which is over a clauso in her fa- 
ther will, which is capable of being inter- 
preted in two ways. If olio decision is 
made the codicil bequeaths nothing and 
not only will the three nieces of Mrs. 
Eldredge, who are given large bequests j 
under it, get nothing, uuder a division ' 
of the trust estate, but some $70,000 in I 
cbartiable bequests will fail. 

If Mrs. Eldredge had no power to dls- | 
pose of the trust estate, the half will go 
to be divided among a great many of 
the descendants of Mr. Trull's brothers 
and sisters, who live principally iu Es- 
sex county. 

Attorneys engaged in the case are 
preparing the matter for the court, and 
it will be submitted at an oariy date. 

Mrs. Eldredge had for n great many 
years the entire income of tho trust es- 
tate, aud it is estimated that irrespec- 
tive of that, she had accumulated aud 
left about $1,000,000.

Directors of the Kenton Hospital. 

The regular quarterly meeting of the 
board of trustees of the Newton Ilospitnl 
was held at the Hospital on Monday nfter- 
uoon, Sept, mb, with President J. R. Lee- 
son in the chair and tile following members 
present: Mesdames Bacon, Billings, Gould, 
Haskell, Ilovey, Leonard, Lowell and 
Morse. Doctors Crockett. Frisbie. Scales 
and Thayer, and Messrs. Burr, Hassell, 
Pettee, Tyler and Travelll. 

The records of the last meeting were 
read and approved, and the report of the 
treasurer, Mr. Uullens, was presented, and 
on motion, accepted and llled. 

Mr. Lucius G. Pratt, chairman of the 
finance committee, reported verbally that 
the finances of the Institution are in n 
favorable condition. 

I)r. Thayer of the executive committee, 
reported the usunl amount of routine work 
performed, ami, In response to an Inquiry 
ns to the results obtained at the Hospital 
from the use of nnti-toxlne, stated that 
their experience lias been favorable. 

When they first began using It, last win- 
ter for a time, the number of deaths fell 
from about 00 per cent, to (i or H per cent., 
but slnco then the decrease has not been 
quite ns marked. Experience seems to 
show that if the anti-toxin Is used during 
the first 24 hours of the attack it is nil al- 
most certain cure. After 48 hours it is 
much more doubtful ; uml later thnn that it 
is questionable if it does any good. Since 
the use of the new remedy began there 
have been some sixty eases of diphtheria 
treated, the disease having been so un- 
usually prevalent during the past summer, 
that it has been almost Impossible to make 
neees-'Br.v repairs to the Contagious wards 
on account of their being so constantly oc- 
cupied by patients. The serum supplied 
to the hospital by the State Board of 
Health being absolutely pure, no bad ef- 
fects have followed its use. 

The report of the board of managers of 
the Home and Training School for Nurses, 
prepared by Dr. S. L. Eaton, was read by 
the clerk, after which the meeting ad- 
journed at 4 0j o’clock.

Work on the Referendum Law. 

To the Editor of tha Dm i-utc;— 

It will, no doubt, hn interesting to 
your readers to learn of efforts which 
different associations of women, and of 
men and women, are making to convey 
information about tho recent law passed 
by the legislalure, which, for want of a 
hotter name, lias been called the Refer- 
endum Municipal Suffrage Liw. 

At a meeting held in the spring of the 
Feleration of N^ewton Clubs, a commit- 
tee was appointed to make mime organ- 
ized effort to induce women to register 
and to vote for members of the school 
committee, and to see if in any way tlie 
number of women on the school hoard 
could he increased. 

Before that committee had its first 
meeting, the so-called Suffrage Referen- 
dum Law had been passed by tlie legis- 
lature. The passage of this law had 
been wholly unforeseen and unprovided 
for. The law imposed a similar obliga- 
tion upon the women of the stale as did 
the other law, under which women vote 
for momhers of the school committee. 

Under these circumstances, the com- 
mittee presented the matter to the execu- 
tive hoard of tlie Federation, and re- 
ceived from tlie hoard, by unanimous 
vote, their sanction to disseminate a 
knowledge of the text of tho law and in- 
formation concerning it, and to induce 
women to register aud to cast their Y’ea 
or Nay voto upon the question submitted 
to them. 

This action of the Federation does, iu 
no way, commit that body iu favor of 
Woman Suffrage. I’hat question did not 
come up for consideration. Tho whole 
attitude tnkeu by the Federation was, 
that in the interest of good government, 
the laws passed by the state should re- 
ceive tlie courtoous attention of the 
people. 

The passage of this law. under which 
people shall vote Y'es or No as to tlie 
desirability tif conferring Municipal Suf- 
frage upon women, was the work of the 
anti-suffragist members of the legisla- 
ture, who hope that the result ot the 
vote will be such as to strengthen them 
iu their position. 

Without considering the result, the 
committi e of the Federation are doing 
their utmost to bring out a largo Yea or 
Nay vote upon tlie question. 

They hope that all the women and ull 
tho men of Newton will help them iu 
their work. 

Let women remember that they have 
no money to pay iu order to register or 
to voto, but that they must be registered 
ou or before the 10th of October. 

There is another organization com- 
posed of men and women, a popular body, 
who are trying to educate our citizens iu 
favor of Municipal Suffrage for women. 

This body will probably hold public 
meetings for tho discussiou of the sub- 
ject. They ask all good citizens to give 
the subject careful attention. 

A third orgamz itiou which is iu the 
field is the Suffrage League, a body 
which has been long at work in favor of 
complete suffrage for women.

23 miles north of the city of Detroit. 

"Wheat captured, tho family lived at 
a place ealled Conner’s Town, or Con- 
ner's Station, near what, is now the east 
line of Coshocton county, O. , adjoin- 
ing Pennsylvania. Tho long journey 
through the wilderness then covering 
the distance from eastern Ohio to the 
Clinton rivet in Michigan was most 
painful and fatiguing. 

“My father settled on White river in 
central Indiana in 1802, hut ho had 
made a trip to the Wabash in 1800. Ho 
remained at his trading post until tho 
breaking ont of the war with Great 
Britain in 1812, when ho joined tho 
forces under General Harrison at Fort 
Meigs, on the Matunee river, and with 
his brother John acted as gnide and in- 
terpreter for General Harrison. Ho was 
sent by tho general down the Wabash 
to tho Miarnis, Rattawatomics and 
Shawnces, to learn if possible their in- 
tentions and attitude in the approach- 
ing trouble with British forces. He 
knew Tecninthe and his brother, the 
Prophet, intimately. Tho Prophet often 
befriended him, and was a trustworthy 
friend. My father always spoke well of 
these Indians. He had many conversa- 
tions with Teoumtho in regard to tlie 
attitude of the Indian tribes nuder his 
direction and his reasons for his adher- 
ence to tho British causo, and his co- 
operation with that country in tho war 
that followed. Tecninthe complained 
bitterly of tho lack of faith on the part 
of tho United States in regard to per- 
formance of treaty stipulations and 
contrasted it with the policy as carried 
out by Great Britain in its management 
of Indian affairs in Canada. He felt 
that there was no security for the In- 
dian and clearly ?or6sa\v that tlio time 
was not distant when the Indian would 
possess little or no part of the domain 
lie had inherited From his fathers. 

“Tecumthe seemed to be fully aware 
that step by step tho tribes would _be 
pushed farther west fit fext^Hmriated 
by the bitterness and hate of tho white 
man. With ft power warlike and ag- 
gressive as Great Britain to back and 
all} - the Indian, ho hoped to put off the 
final day and possibly save n remnant 
ofjbjs people. 

"These, in part at least, were the 
reasons that actuated him in that won- 
derful crusade he was making, visiting 
tho tribes covering the country from 
the lakes to Arkansas. My father said 
ho hail a persuasive tongue and a power 
to move his fellow savages rare indeed, 
and ho never failed to rally the red man 
on to the war path. His nature was not 
naturally a savage one, and he often ex- 
pressed abhorrence of unnecessary blood- 
shed. 

“Ho declared that ho would not toler- 
ate cruelties or predatory warfaro on 
peaceful, noncombatant settlements of 
white people, but lie folt it liis doty to 
rally the tribes and inthune them to a 
point of resistance and fair warfare 
against tho government of tho United 
States, which had for a hundred years 
persistently pushed tlio Indians from 
their homes and tho places which that 
government had assigned to them with 
solemn pledges that they should always 
retain such as their future homes, and 
that it. would protect them from the 
restless greed of white pioneers. 

“My father was in commaud of 300 
friendly Indians at the battle of the 
Thames, in Canada. His command was 
attached to Colonel Paul's regiment in 
that battle. His Indians did some good 
service and contributed to the defeat of 
the British and Indians. 

“After the buttle, lutein the after- 
noon. ho was summoned to the headquar- 
ters of Colonel R. M. Johnston, who 
stated to him that it was the rumor that 
the great chief Tecumthe was among 
the slain in battle and requested my 
father to tako some of his friendly In- 
dians and search tlio field and ascertain 
if it were indeed true. My futlier im- 
mediately took with hint four or five 
Delawares and began the search, which 
was successful. When they found the 
body, some of the Indians were nut sure 
that it was that of Tecumthe. There 
was a striking resemblance between the 
two brothers, Tecuiuthu ami t he Prophet, 
but one of them had a spot or defect on 
one of his eyes. One of tlio Delawares 
stooped down and pushed open the eyo- 
lid, and it was at once known that the 
dead man was indeed Tecumthe. 

“During tlio political campaign of 
184U it was universally asserted by the 
Democrats that ‘Colonel Johnson killed 
Tecumthe. ’ My father often declared 
that it could not be; that an old Indian 
warrior and a camp follower of tho ex- 
pedition ill Canada, named Wheatley, 
was probably Tecumtho’s slayer.

The largest and the moat successful 10 
mile handicap road raoe that was ever 
hold in Newton occurred Saturday after- 
noon. It waa tinder the auspices of the 
Consolidated Cycle Clubs of Nowton and 
Watertown and was to decide tho 
chnmpionsltip of amateur riders of those 

plUCOB. 

The start waa made from tho corner of 
Walnut and Watertown streets, and tho 
course was front Walnut to Waltham 
street to Watertown stroot, four times 
around this triangle to complete tho ten 
miles. 

There wore fifty-five entries, but all of 
these did not finish. 

It was just 3.85 when Stnrtor Burnham 
gave tho six minute limit men tho signal 
to start and 3.41 when the three scratch 
men went sailing down the hill. 

Tho first time around past the finish 
tape there were 4(1 men, the second 43 
and tho last 34. Considering the condi- 
tion of the roads nnd the heavy wind the 
riders made excellent time. There was 
but ono mishap, thanks to tho efficiency 
of the police, when rider Fogwell ran 
into tho crowd, knocking down a time- 
keoper, who fortunately escaped with a 
sprained wrist aud a few slight bruises. 
Of course there was tho usual number of 
“spills” along tho course, but theso un- 
fortunate riders reluctantly pulled their 
wheels to the side of tho road and 
watched thoir more lucky brothers speed 
by. 

Tho finish was the most exciting part 
of tho race and the two thousand people 
gathered around the tape cheered lustily 
when the wiuners crossed tho line. 

Tho characteristic Nouantum crowd 
was plainly in evidence and tho spec- 
tators persisted iu getting on the course. 
But Sergt. Clay and his squad of patrol- 
men kept thorn in subjection and freed 
tho riders from any interference all along 
the course. Wliilo the police are worthy 
of great praise for their work, the suc- 
cess of tho raco is due to the untiring 
efforts of the executive committee which 
comprises Walter llodgdon, Walter Mars, 
George llodgdon, Luke Stanley and Dr. 
Stearns, who wero assisted by Dr. T. F. 
Carroll, F. O. Stanley, E. P. Burnham, 
E. N. Soulis, Charles Lord, Edward 
Hollis, Henry Crowell and others. 

The decisions of the judges were con- 
sidered very fair ones and the work of 
the time-keepers most satisfactory. 

Clerk of course Charles Lord, while he 
had a pretty busy time of it, attended to 
his duties faithfully. 

George Hodgdon, who had charge of 
the police arrangements, under Sergt, 
Clay, kept the officers busy at the fiuish 
iu clearing away the crowd.

Col. Whitney, 
with the second batuliou, Maj. Oakes, 
Cos.

of Boston, Capt. Merridith; D. of Ply- 
mouth, Capt. Butler; A. of Charlestown, i 
Capt, Stover, aud third battalion. Maj. 
Mossman, Cos. L. of Malden, Capt.

The defending force was stationed 
toward the top ot the hill, the troops be- 
ing re-iuforced by an artillery squad 
with a gatliug gun.

That something can be crentcd out of 
nothing has disappeared from humau 
philosophy. Rack of all things there 
must be some supreme will, either good 
or bad. My reason will allow no other 
conclusion. 

No personal devil is necessary to ex- 
plain the presence of evil in the world. 
Evil aud wrong aro simply a moral 
vacuum, as death is t he absence of life 
and cold of heat. Evil is uot a direct 
creation; it is not positive, and it has no 
part in creation. Good is the positive 
element, tbe omnipotent, and, therefore, 
this is a good world and this life is worth 
liviug. A hand, patieut and loving, is in 
all things working out tho good. This 
is the best possible woiid; if a bettor 
were possible, we would have had itloug 
ago. The universe we have pictured to 
ourselves either would not ruu fivo 
minutes or it would bo so insipid as to 
be a boro to any sane man. 

We, therefore, come hack to this world 
as tbe best tbe human mind cap now 
conceive. Thei^ are ugly facts in it, and 
mauy philosophies have been louuded 
ou them. Wbat we would plan as true 
for an acre in the jungle would be false 
for a world; what would bo true fora 
year would be false for au age. 

Take a long. view of life •„«(»“ JiOW g00(i 
predominates. A child builds a sand 
fortress on tbe beach aud calls the rising 
tide pitiless and cruel that wipes it 
away. But, I, upon some height, see the 
samo wave rising to cleanse a shoro and 
to bear the commerce of a city upon its 
bosom. 

We. ou the speck of « world Boating 
through space, know that from the 
uppermost star to the nethermost one 
law governs planet and atom. You say 
it is blind, pitiless aud iniiexible, hut iu 
reality it is the expressi m ol a wise, far 
seeing aud loving intelligence. A law 
that would yield to prayer to change its 
course would land tbe world iu chaos. 
Because it is inflexible, because it is the 
same yesterday, today and tomorrow, 
that we ktiow that under all are the ever- 
lasting arms. 

History is full of war and every step of 
the race is stained with blood and the 
sacrifices of death. It may seem that in 
it all there is uo God. But look at the 
other side. Great principles of justice 
aud human kindness are slowly gaining 
the ascendant. Europe is filled with the 
i ruiued castles of robbed barons, dun- 
geons where the noble aud brave have 
been starved to death, aud torture 
chambers of horror. But the glory is 
that the castlos are still dismantled, the 
dungeons unused, the instruments of tor- 
ture rusting away. 

Thirty thousand lives was the price of 
Waterloo, but the disturber of Europe’s 
peace was hurled forever from his throne 
and a new era usliored in.

HESPONSK OF THE SUFFRAGE ASSOCIA- 
TION TO THE HKFKNTI.Y PUBLISHED 
REMONSTRANT APPEAL. 


Tho Executive Committee of tho 
Massachusetts Woman Suffrage Associa- 
tion held its first meeting of the season 
Friday afternoon nt 3 Park street. 
Thoro was a large attendance. It was 
voted to issue tho following nnswer to 
tho recently published appeal of tho re- 
monstrants; 

To the people of Massachusetts: The 
manifesto sent out last week by the 
Massachusetts Association Opposed to 
tho Entousion of Suffrage to Womoti 
says: "Wo find tangible proof that the 
women of this state do not desire tho 
ballot hi their general indifference to 
school suffrage.’’ Wo ask candid con- 
sideration of the following fncts: 

In Massachusetts, at Presidential elec- 
tions, a majority of tho men vote: at 
State elections loss than half; at munici- 
pal elections a still loss number; and at 
school elections, whenever those are 
held separately, only a small fraction of 
the male voters turn out In tbe 20 
States where women have school suffrage 
their vote is small. In Eugland an ex- 
amination of the voting lists shows that 
the women who have municipal suffrage 
exercise it about as generally us the 
men. In Wyoming, whore women have 
lull suffrage, Judge Kiugmuu lias col- 
lected statistics showing that nino-teiiths 
of them vote. 

Iu K insas womoti obtained soliool 
suffrage in 1801. Their vote was small. 
In 18S7 they obtained nnmioipnl suffrago. 
Tiioir vote immediately became very 
much lnrgcr, aud lias increased at suc- 
ceeding elections. 

In Colorado women obtained school 
suffrage in 1870. Their vote was small. 
In 1893 they obtained full suffrage. At 
the next olcction tho women of Denver 
cast 50 per cent, of the entire vote of tho 
city, and the vote throughout the city 
was large. 

The vote, both of men and women, is 
large or small according as the election 
is large or small. It is to be regretted 
that women do not vote tnoro generally 
at school elections, but it is only a new 
proof of the truth of Mrs. Foyscr’s say- 
ing: “I am not denying that womon 
aio foolish. God Almighty made them 
to match the men.” 

"The Division of Labor,” invoked by 
the M. A. O. E. S. W., has uo application 
to suffrage. The progress of civilization 
has been marked by a greater aud great- 
er division of labor among individuals, 
hut this has gone li aud in hand with a 
wider extension of suffrage among the 
people. Siuce men of tho most arduous 
trades and professions find time to vote 
without neglecting their business, it is 
plaiu that the busiest mothers and house 
keepers could do so without neglecting 
their homes. 

The manifesto of the M. A. O. E. S. 
W, says: “We do urge womon opposed 
to tlie further extension of suffrage to 
voto. The renionstinnts have been 
actively circ Mating for signature by wo- 
This change of frout shows their con- 
viction that they cannot get as many 
women to vote no, as wo are likely to 
get to vote yes. 

"We urge both men and women, who 
favor equal suffrage to voto ‘yes’ ou the 
so-cailed referendum in November; and 
wo remind women that registration 
closes in tlie cities on Oct. 10, and in tho 
towns ou Oct, 20. The Chairman of the 
Boston Board of Registrars has decided 
that under the law women can vote 
without the payment of a poll tax or any 
other tax, and without being called upon 
to make a declaration of their property. 

The central registration office for Bos 
ton is iu tlie Old Court House, Court 
Square. Women iu the suburbs can 
register at the ward rooms iu their own 
wards if they prefer.

At no time since Newton was chartered 
n city has there been a more important 
and tedious administration than that of 
Mayor Bothfeld’s. During the past two

The Graphic office is to be moved in 
the near future to a building of its own 
on Centre place. Tho job department of 
tho paper long ago outgrew the 
present quarters, and work has had to 
be done at a great disadvantage because 
of the lack of room, and the unfitness of 
the building for the businoss. The groat 
majority of our patrons havo also com- 
plained of the locatiou on the north side 
of tho track, and its distance from tho 
railroad station, and tho new building 
will bo but a step from the station, and 
very convenient of access from both sides 
of the traok. The probability that 
several of the most important businoss 
concerns will alBO remove to the South 
side within a few years has also been a 
reason for making the change. Moving 
a printing office is a costly undertaking, 
but there are cases where money can be 
saved by doiug so. and there are many 
advantages in a newspaper being its own 
landlord.

LONELY MOUNDS AT POINT BARROW. 


Th.'x Mark tire Antiquity of n Nntlro Harr, 
tint Do Not Tall It. Story, 

Point Harrow, Alaska, tho northern- 
most point of lantl of tho North Ameri- 
can continent, has some interesting 
grnvoynrils of its own. About 1 1 years 
ngo Licntonnnt Ray, in his report of 
tho polar expedition to Point Borrow, 
recorded that in digging a shaft 2(1 feet, 
below tho enrth's surface to obtain 
earth temperatures lie fonnd a pair of 
wooden goggles, pointing to tho great 
lapse of time sineo these shores woro 
first peopled. The Alaska Mining Rec- 
ord says that this country was undoubt- 
edly inhabited long beforo Columbus 
discovered America. Of tho origin or 
descent of tho inhabitants no definite 
trace hns been found, and there nro no 
records of tho post among tho people 
wlto now livo there. Tltoir hmgttngo 
abounds in legends, hut none gives nny 
data by which to judge how long these 
desolate shores lmvo boon inhabited. 

Tito ruins of ancient villagos nnd 
winter lints along tho sonshoro and in 
tho interior show that the country has 
been inhabited for centuries. Thoro nro 
mounds at Point Barrow marking tho 
sito of throe huts dating back to tho 
time wliftt tho natives had uo iron nnd 
tho meu "talked liko dog.” Tlteso 
mounds stand iu tho middlo of a marsh, 
nnd tho sinking of tho land canscd the 
sito to ho flooded and abandoned. Tito 
inhabitants in times past havo followed 
tho receding lino of ice which at ouo 
time capped tho northern pnrt of this 
continent and lmvo moved along tho 
easiest lino of travel. This is shown in 
tho general distribution of a similinr 
peoplo, speaking a similar tonguo, from 
Greenland to Boring strait. Tho dis- 
tribution of tho raco today ntsirks tho 
routes traveled. Tito seashoro led them 
along tho coasts of Labrador and Green- 
land, Hudson bay and its tributary 
waters. They canto down tho Yukon, so 
rich in minerals, to peoplo tho shores of 
that stream and tho interior of Alaska, 
and traveled along the coast to Capo 
Princo of Wales. To this day they use 
dogs instead of deer, tho natives of 
North America having never domesti- 
cated tho reindeer, and they speak a 
different tongno from their neighbors 
across tho strait in Siberia. 

Some writers on tho subject have ad- 
vanced tho theory that tho natives of 
Alaska are descendants of tho raco of 
people that Cortos drove out of Mexico, 
others that they are .Tnpaucso or Chinese 
in origin, and others still that they 
came to this country across tho strait 
from Siberia. So far as definito infor- 
mation is concerned, ouo guess is as 
good :ts another. The lonely mounds 
at Point Burrow mark tho antiquity of 
tho raco, but they do not toll its story.

A REFERS TO 20 YEARS WORK IN NEWTON. > 


DISCUSSES WOMEN AS A FACTOR IN 
MUNICIPAL POLITICS. 


Mrs. L. Ormiston Chant, the well- 
known philanthropist aud public speaker 
of Lundon, England, addressed a large 
audience Wednesday evening, in the Con- 
gregational church at Newtonville. She 
spoke on ‘-Women as a Factor in Munici- 
pal Politics” and was frequently ap- 
plauded. 

The rally in favor of woman suffrage, 
as it was called, was held under the 
auspices of the women suffragists of the 
city. The women of NewtoD are tak- 
iug an active iuterest in the coming 
campaign, and will poll a large vote in 
November on tbe question of granting 
municipal sulfrage to women. The audi- 
ence was composed largely of men, and 
the forcible arguments and pleasing ad- 
dress of the speaker made more than one 
convert. 

In opening, site said that one of the 
happiest thoughts of her life ou her 
deathbed would he that she had en- 
deavored to aid iu the cause of women’s 
sulfrage, and that she bad addressed 
audiences from every pulpit, with the 
exception of two — the Established 
ohurcli of Euglaud aud the Catholic 
church. 

Continuing, bIio told of the liberty the 
womeu of tho old world had enjoyed for 
tho past 50 years in voting at the polls 
with the meu. and the advauco they had 
made in their good work. Municipal 
suttrago has worked well iu Euglaud, she 
said, and she asked her audience what 
ihe women of Massachusetts hud doue iu 
the cause. They were uol less iulelli- 
gout nor less worthy citizens. 

Much in the municipal life of today 
needs just the influence that womeu 
would briug to it. 1 am glad to think 
that a thousand years hence, when 
Massachusetts has uujoyed sulfrage to 
womeu fur a thousand years, politics will 
be sweeter and cleaner. 

Meu are beginning to feel that they 
canuot carry the feeble kind of womeu 
longer nud feel the need of a stronger 
helpmeet. There is much cleaning up 
needed, morally aud physically, iu the 
various municipalities, aud tlie women 
•o accustomed to housecleaniug are just 
tho ones to do thiH spriug cleaning. 

Speaking of illiterate voters, she said 
that oue of the duties of the womeu 
voters would be to see that fewer of 
them giew up illiterate. We me all sel- 
fish, coutiuued Mrs. Chant, aud it is only 
wheu the evil aoinos home to us that we 
take steps to reform it. Women might 
uot at first be us intelligent us tbe old 
politician, but great good may spring 
from a little good begitiniug. 

She dwelt ut length ou municipal suf- 
frage iu Euglaud and tho rapid advauce 
it hud made. Womeu have beeu elected 
guurdiuus of the poor and greatly im- 
proved their condition. She spoke of 
the great advantage English women had 
in having a woman ou the throne, and to 
the remark that woman is nothing in 
public life tlie woman ou tlie throue is a 
living lie, Queuu Victoria lias lived a 
righteous, kind, ioviug life iu private, 
and a pure, uutaruished public life. (Ap- 
plause.) She is no figure head, uud 
when she passes uway, und I pray God 
it will not be fur muuy years, tbe want 
for her will be u bitter experisuce, I 
think the reform will be easy with you 
this year, aud 1 believe if you make the 
vute go the wroug w ay you will pay dear- 
ly for your folly. She called upou every 
enthiisiastio woman present to make ut 
least one couvert, either man or woman, 
before election. She spoke a word lor 
good roads, which womeu might aid iu 
obtaiuiug. Iu t-ouolufiiou, she called 
upon all present not to insult the intelli- 
gence of the wouieu by deuyiug tbe right 
to municipal sulfrage which has beeu 
enjoyed by her English cousius for half 
a century.

ONE OF NEWTON’S NEEDS. 


A MATRON AT THK POLICE COURT ANI> 
H«W QUARTERS, 


In another yoar or so Newton will be 
oonipolled, tinder the operation of the 
State law, to omploy a matron for duty 
at the Police Court. The law aa it now 
atands requtrea every oily of 30,000 
people to have such a matron. No one 
knows just, what the population of our 
city is todny, but it ia surely very near 
this figure. 

It may startle some who read this when 
they nre informed that whatever the 
actual population of the city in now the 
need of a matron is imperative. The 
average citizen has hut littlo idea of t lie 
number of children and women, who, 
for various reasons, come before the 
Polico Court. Some weeks there arc 
three, other yvecks live, ami in the course ’ 
of tho year tho whole plumber runs be- 
yond a hundred. Some of these cases 
are charged with intemperance, others 
with thoft, some for disorderly conduct, 
and occasionally there is an insane per- 
son waiting commitment to an institu- 
tion. Among those accused of crime arc 
some who arc iuuocont and others who 
are on trial for their Drat offence. 
Nearly ail of them, however, whether 
innocent or guilty, whether it is their 
first offence or their tenth, must be 
locked up in the cellB, and what kind of 
places doos Newton provido for them? 

Do our ci izens really know the present 
condition of tho cells at West Nowton? 
Probably not, or there would bo a popu- 
lar demand for a change that could not 
be rosisted. Think of it, two young 
girls, arrested for a petty theft, are 
locked up in a cell adjoining one whore 
nearly all night, long they hoar tho awful 
profanity aud filthy talk of two or four 
drunken men? Or some poor iusano wo- 
man yvho bad to he takcu from her home 
must be thrown for the night iuto a cell 
which was occupied tho night before by 
a couple of tramps! 

And then what ia to be done with some 
of the cases yvhen they are brought up in 
tho morning before the judge for trinl? 

Thero is no doubt that a woman is 
needod in the Police Court to look after 
these poor unfortunate creatures, first to 
mitigate the horrors of their place of 
detention, aud then to find proper places 
for them when it is decided'wbat proba- 
tion they may need before being sen- 
tenced, if sentenced at all, to prison or 
the House of Correction. 

A matron on duty during the hours of 
thu daily sessions of the Police Court 
should bo employed at ouce, Thero is 
plenty for her to do now in looking 
after the interests of women aud child- 
ren, aud our city government should not 
let a mouth pass without enjoying the 
services of such a person. 

But to have the full benefit of her 
services there should he accommodations 
for her at all hours. Of course these 
cannot be offered now. 

This brings up the whole matter of tho 
need of a nerv Polico Court. No. matter 
what tho cost, it must he had. 

Our city is disgracing itself by contiu- 
ing the present quarters which are not 
only insufficient in size, but objectionable 
from sauitary cousidorations. 

All around us they are building court 
housea upon improved plans, aud con- 
spicuous for their completeness are those 
erected at Cambridge, Waltham and 
Brighton. Our city is mauy years be- 
hind other places iu this respect. Has 
not the time come to take a step for- 
ward?

Woman's Suffrage Rally. 

There was a large gathering of those 
interested in Municipal Suffrage for wo- 
meu last Sunday evening at the Newton 
Lower Falls M. E. church. Tho audi- 
ence was especially favored ,in hearing 
Mrs. L. Ormistou Chant of Loudon, 
Eng., who is the guest of Mrs. J. Her- 
bert Sawyer of Chestnut Hill. Mrs. 
Chant came with Mr. aud Mrs. Sawyer, 
and she consented to speak to the audi- 
ence on tho benefits of Municipal Suf- 
frage for women iu Eugland whore wo- 
men have had partial suffrage for S5 
years. The audience was greatly de- 
lighted with her earnest and convincing 
appeal. Her arguments made a lasting 
impression on the audience. 

Rev. H. U. Monro of the Episcopal 
church followed iu a very emphatic en- 
dorsement of Woman’s Suffrage, suyiug 
that oue great reason for it was because 
there was no reason against it. He 
urged tho womeD all to register aud vote 
for it. 

Rev. B. F. McDaniel of Nowton Ceutre, 
emphasized oue of Mrs. Chant’s argu- 
ments that no man could be responsible 
for two couscienees. It is ouough for 
him to represent himself at the ballot 
box, and let his wife vote aud bo re- 
sponsible for her own conscience. 

Rev. O. R. Miller, pastor of tiro church, 
completely answered the common objec- 
tion that a majority of tho women do 
not want the ballot, by giving official 
statistics to show that at ordinary state 
elections less than half of the men of the 
statu vote. In 1885, there wero 11,1)40 
less than half of the men uf the statu 
voted who could have voted, i, o. men 
who were eutitled to register and vote. 
In the last city election of Newton only 
about one third of the men liviug iu 
Nowton voted. Iu our Ward Four, ouly 
oue fourth of the m> n voted uud of the 
registered men iu Ward Four, 27 less 
Ibuu half of them cared enough to go to 
the poles and vote. 

Iu our own precinct 3, Ward Four, less 
thau oue man iu four voted (45 out of 
107) and of tho registered men, (113) 12 
less than half actually voted. These 
facts made a stroug imprensiou ou the 
audience. After singiug, the audience 
was dismissed feeling that tho two 
hours’ service had not boon in vain.

Against. Woman Suffrage 

To llm Editor of tli* Qrapbloi— 

In a recent issue of your paper there 
was an appeal to the men and women of 
Newton not to shirk tho responsibility 
of voting upon woman suffrage at toe 
coming election, and not to allow 
prf judice, or haaty, unintelligent, impulse 
to decide this important question. Tho | 
appeal also urged all persona to take 
time to read and weigh the argumenta in 
favor of grunting municipal auffrage to 
women. 

If out action ia to he without preju- 
dice, neither haaty nor unintelligent, 
would it not bo wiae alao to take lime to 
read aomo of tho arguments o.i the other 
aide, some reasons for opposing the grant 
of suffrage to women? 

There is plenty of literaturo on that 
side to ho had for the asking. The 
Massachusetts Association, formed to 
oppose suclr extension of tho suffrage, 
"urge on all women the clear and im- 
perative duty of helping to form public 
opinion on this important question;’’ 
and they recommend for that purpose 
pamphlets and leaflets written by well 
kDown men aud women. Presumably 
they urge this as strongly upon men. 

Tho women forming that, association 
are decidedly not women who act hastily 
or uuintolligently, and their carefully 
thouglrt out opinion is at least as worthy 
of consideration ns that of those who 
“scarcely can foresee, oven in imagina- 
tion, tho beauty of woman which shall 
ho, when nil her faculties are developed, 
wlion she lives her full life.” All of 
which is to come apparently, by casting 
a vote for city officials. 

To those who doubt the wonderful re- 
sults to follow so simple au act, and to 
ail who feel interested In this question, 
and who does not? the committee of 
this association issue the following 
Manifesto aud Circular. 

THE SUFFRAGE “REFERENDUM.” 

The Massachusetts Association Opposed 
to the Extension of the Suffrage to 
Womon, to the People of Massachu- 
setts; 

The Wellman bill, enacted by the last 
legislature, gives tho opportunity to ail 
men and all women, qualified to vote for 
members of school committees, to ex- 
press in November their opinion on the 
question, “Is it expedient that Municipal 
Suffrage bo granted to Women?” 

This bill is not rightly cnlled a Refer- 
endum, for it proposes no change in our 
laws, hut provides merely for an expres- 
sion of opinion by vole. Its practical 
result will be its influence on future 
legislatures. 

We urge the duty upon all women to 
uterest themselves in this question, and 
to aid tho formation of n right public 
opinion thereupon; and we call upon all 
men voters to justify the present suffrage 
status by an overwhelming “No” at the 
polls iu November. 

We do not urge women opposed to the 
further extension of the suffrage to vote. 
We affirm t bat the burden of proof rests 
with the Suffragists. We declare that 
sileuce of our sex at the polls will 
uot mean cousent, but opposition or iu- 
differeuce. 

We find taugible proof that the women 
of tilts State do not desire the ballot iu 
their general indifference to School Suf- 
frage, which lias failed to rouse their 
zeal aud interest during the mauy years 
of its existence, while some time before 
such suffrage was established, the valu- 
able services of women ou tho school 
board had been secured by the votes of 
men. 

We believe that the extension to wo- 
men of Municipal Suffrage would ho a 
danger to the State tor which no com- 
pensating advantages are shown. 

We believe tho present division of 
labor aud responsibility between the 
sexes to bo founded on lteasou and on 
tire laws of Nature, aud while freely ad- 
mitting that a higher staudard of patri- 
otic and civic duty is needed by both 
men and women, we affirm our belief that 
it must b« brought about by au advance 
iu civilization and iu education, and that 
this advance would be impeded rather 
than helped by tho complications result- 
ing from Municipal Suffrage for women.

MASSACHUSETTS ASSOCIATION OPPOSED 
TO TUE EXTENSION OF SUFFRAGE 
TO WOMEN. 

The association was formed by women 
who believe that a more systematic re- 
sistance should he made to the appeals 
aud claims of Woman Suffragists. 

At a meeting held in Hostou last May, 
a standing committee of oue huudred 
chose au executive committee for active 
work. 

We urge on all women interested in the 
welfare of their State, the clear and im- 
perative duty of helping to form public 
opinion ou this important question. 

To those of doubtful mind we recom 
tneud our pamphlets and leaflets by 
Franc's Parkmau, Massachusetts; Judge Ix>well, 
Massachusetts; Richard H Dana, Massachu- 
setts; Professor W \V. Goodwin, Massachusetts;

TI1K COMMON COUNCIL HAS AN IMPOHT- ( 

ANT SESSION— BOARD OF HEALTH j 

WANTS A GAIIRAGK CRICII ATOR— HIS- ! 

CVSSION OF AN ADDITION TO HIGH 

SCHOOL. 

At the meeting of the Newton city 
oouncil lest, eveuing, the board of healtb 
submitted its report upon the sanitary 
disposition of garbage and other muni- 
cipal wnsto and the reorganization of the 
department. The board recommends the 
disposal of liarbige by cremation and the 
building of a Thackeray incinerator on a I 
site to bo determined later.having a capac- 
ity of 06 tons per 24 hours. The plant will 
cost about $17,000 and will dispose of all 
classes of municipal waste. The board, 
under its proposed reorganization, will 
have the ontire collection of municipal 
waste under its control. The report in 
substance follows: 

The most important problem which 
has presented itself to the present board 
of health for solution, is that of the 
proper disposition of city waste and house 
offal. 

The board, upon nssuming office in the 
summer of 1803, was charged with the 
execution of a three year conti act for the 
collection of house olTal which had been 
negotiated by the retiring board, in the i 
fall of the same year, the city council 
transferred the work of collecting ashes 
from the highway to the koaltli depart- 
ment, and the board believing that it was 
not justified in establishing a plan for 
this work alone, asked for bids and let 
out the work by contract, so timed that 
it would oxpire with the contract for 
house offal. 

These contracts run out early in 1806 
and the board belives that when that 
time arrives, a radical change should be 
made in the method of doing work. 

The problem with which the board lias 
to deal embraces the collection and dis- 
posal of the waste known as bouse offal 
or garbage, markot refuse, ashes, rubbish 
and night soil. 

As beforo stated, this work is now be- 
ing done by contract and the board feels 
that the proper care of the health of the 
city demands better service than cau be 
obtained in this manner. An authority 
in these matters says "The experience of 
a great number of places is not favorable 
to the contract method, and by com- 
parison in the same place where a part 
of the work is done by the city, the ser- 
vices of the contractor is inferior to that 
performed by the city's men and teams,” 

The board has carefully observed the 
working of the contract system in this 
and other cities and has come to the fol- 
lowing conclusions: That all work 
affecting the sanitary condition of a city 
should be executed by the municipality; 
that the cost of the work should be of 
secondary importance, although reason- 
able economy cau be exercised even in 
this; and that the time has now arrived 
when the contract system, which puts a 
premium upon careless aud incompetent 
work, should be abandoned, and the 
matter placed in the hands of the city. 

The board unanimously recommends 
that the department be reorganized upon 
the expiration of the present contracts 
in the spring of 1SSK}, aud it submits the 
following report for your consideration 
at the present time, in order that, if its 
recommendations bo adopted, the neces- 
sary appropriations may bo authorized 
this fall. 

The contemplated reorganization of the 
department involves the consideration of 
many questions each dependent upou 
and closely interwoven with the other. 

By far the most important of these is 
the disposition to be made of the refuse 
• after its collection. 

Under the present method, the con- 
tractor disposes of the garbage aud 
market refuse to farmers, who haul it out 
of the city and feed it to swine. 

This involves the establishment of a 
“swill yard” where the city teams cau 
unload and the farmers’ carts be filled. 
The present swill yard ou Lexington 
street has always been a prolific Bourse 
of complaint, although it is due tolhe 
contractor to state that its condition is 
as satisfactory as possible under the 
present system. 

Our present method of disposing of 
rubbish and ashes is by dumping at 
various convenient poiuts; the material, 
so dumped serving as filling. This 
method is open to several objections. 
Iu the first place it has been fouud im- 
possible to preveut a certain amouut of 
putieicible matter from being mixed 
with the ashes; this, when thrown 
upon the dumps, soon decays, emitting 
noxious odors, and laud filled with such 
filth must prove to be unhealthy for 
building sites. 

Further than this, it has been found 
impossible to keep the dumping grounds 
in good condition, even though special 
efforts have been made by the employ- 
ment of a laborer for this purpose alone, 
and it is found that they are the cause of 
numerous complaints ou account of their 
unsightly appearance, and the offensive 
odors which arise trom them. 

Night soil is disposed of iu the primi- 
tive and old-fashioned manner of dump- 
ing upon the nearest farm lands, and 
wheu not plowed in or buried, invariably 
proves to be a nuisance; to say uothiug 
of the danger of thus spreading possibly 
disease infected human excreta broad- 
cast upon the land. 

The contents of cesspools, called tank- 
age, is now required to be emptied into 
the sewer at certain designated points, 
but as the board has only a nominal 
control over the matter, it is impossible 
to determine whether this requirement 
is fulfilled or not. 

Such aie, in brief, the present metho Is | 
of disposing of the city waste, and it is ] 
only necessary to state them to show 
their iinpenectious, when compard with 
more modem methods. 

MODERN METHODS. 

The modern methods for the sanitary 
disposition of municipal wastu are many. 

One is the manufacture of garbage 
(meaning ouly house aud market offal) 
into a commercial product; and the 
other, the destruction of all kinds of 
waste by fire, and the utilization of the 
resulting ash for revenue, 

The first method is now in use iu 
several large cities, aud the recent agita- 
tion iu Uostou over the workiug of the 
Dorchester plant, is easily recalled. 

The s- cond method is the complete de- 
struction of all kinds of waste by fire. ( 
This plan lias been followed witli great 
sueoess wherever it has been adopted, 1 
the uuly important question connected 
with it, being that of expense. 

The result of the investigation by the 
board has led it to believe that the 
method of gmbagu disposal by cremation 
is superior to any oilier, aud this belief 
is endorsed by the men who have giveu 
the subject the most thought. Fire is 
the most efficient means of destroying 
refuse which we possess, and as was said 
at the Montreal meeting of the American i 


Public Health Association, "After all 
lias been said and done in favor of all 
other moans of ridding ourselves of the 
waste products of city life, history re- 
peats Itself in the suggestion of firo ns 
the only competent means at our com- 
mand.” 

It is applicable to a wider range than 
any of the utilization processes, as it can 
he used for the destruction of all kinds 
of waste. 

The fact flint it will effectively dispose 
of night soil, is regarded by the hoard as 
a strong argument, in ils favor, especially 
in a city like Newton, where privies 
must exist for a number of yenrs to 
come. Tbo destruction of night, soil by 
fire, may prevent a severe outbreak of 
disease, caused by carelessness in disin- 
fecting excreta during an illness, and the 
subsequent disposal of the contents of a 
vault by burial as at present practiced 

Dead animals and infected articles can 
be also disposed of by a furnace. 

The hoard therefore recommends that 
a Tlinckerny incinerator of a capacity of 
do tons per 24 hours he built in this city 
upou a site to be hereafter reported 
upon. 

REORGANIZATION. 

The contemplated reorganization of 
the department, is based upon the as- 
sumption that propor means for the dis- 
posal of the waste material is to bo pro- 
vided, ns the board does not believe that 
tho city should undertake the collection 
of refuse unless a radical chango is made 
iu the niacuer of its disposal, 

Tho suggested reorganization, there- 
fore, assumes tho establishment of such 
a plant, and proposes tho collection of 
garbnge and house dirt, ashes and rub- 
bish by the city, under the direction of 
the board of healtb. 

Tho Thackeray plant will disposo of 
all classes of municipal waste, so that all 
collections cau be carried to tho in- 
cinerator, and thero consumed. 

Tho cleaning of vaults aud cesspoools 
also should be done by tbo city under 
the direction of the board. Tho tankage 
being dumped into tbo sower nt con- 
venient poiuts, to be approved by the 
sower department, and the more solid 
matter incinerated. It is thought that 
for several year this work will yield con- 
siderable revenue, estimated to be in the 
neighborhood of $4,000 per annum, and 
should therefore be self-supporting. 

The sale of tho ashes from the in- 
ciucrator. either for filling or as a basis 
for fertilizer, should give a little income, 
but it is difficult to make au estimate of 
the amount. 

The board has carefully considered the 
expense involved iu tho reorganization 
as recommended, and submits the fol- 
lowing estimates of the cost of cquiping 
and maintaining a plant of sufficient 
capacity for the execution of all tho 
above work. Said estimates being based 
upon the assumption that the plant shall 
be locited upon land owned by tho city, 
of which there are several available 
sites.

OTHER MATTERS. 

The council transacted a large amouut 
of routine business. Several hearings 
were given and ordered closed, iucludiug 
the following: On petitions for laying 
out of Eddy street, widening of Webster 
street, taking land for a sewei in 
Cbarlesbank road, taking Sbaw .^reet 
and taking land for the same purpose iu 
Water street. Mr. Knapp of Newtou 
Centre appeared as a remonstrant to the 
taking of laud for sewer purpuses in 
Water street. He said that a sewer there 
would provide for only ouo house and 
that it would entail upou him a largo ex- 
pense for unoccupied laud which he had 
beeu holding for the past teu years. 
The sewer, he stated, would chieily ac- 
commodate Mr, Hammett aud he argued 
that his house could be provided for 
practically as advantageously by couuect- 
iug with the Homer street sewer. 

At this poiut, the following communi- 
cation from Mayor Bolltfeld was read by 
Clerk Briinblecuin : 

COMMUNICATION FROM THE MAYOR. 

Oct. 14, 1895. 

To the City Council:— 

Gentlemen, — I desire to call your at- 
teutiou to the special report of the board 
ot health upou the sanitary disposition 
of garbage aud other waste which is 
cummuuicated to your honorable bodies 
herewith. 

While 1 have beeu prevented from 
making a personal investigation into tho 
matters treated iu the report, aud am 
therefore uulitted at this time to make 
any speeifio recommendations, 1 am 
nevertheless, strongly of the opinion that 
the time has come wheu the city should 
collect its ashes and garbage, aud control 
the disposition of the same. 

It has required uothiug more than 
ordinary observation to uote tho unsatis- 
factory results arising from the present 
method of doing this work. Especially 
does this apply to the collection of ashes 
aud house rubbish. Our stroets have 
beeu littered with paper and other 
refuse, aud efforts of the superintendent 
of streets to remedy this trouble, have 
almost beeu fruitless. With a service 
directly uiuler the control of the city, 
responsibility can be directly placed, uud 
such nuisances prevented. 

The yard at Aiiburudale, used for the 
unload! in: and distribution of house offal, 
has, as you alt know, been the cause of 
serious complaint. This has been owiug 
to no fault of the contractor, hut is a 
necessity from the present condition*. 
There is uo section within our limits 
where such a yard can be established 
without raisiug a protest aud resulting 


in tho creation of a nuisance. 

Tho board of health has given this 
whole subject carofu) and onriiest In- 
vestigation, and I commend to your 
thoughtful consideration the recom- 
mendations which the board makes, and 
trust that your honorable bodice will 
select a special committee to further In- 
vestigate this matter, in order that every 
de’tnil mny ho known and understood by 
tho city council, and that early action 
mny he taken. 


Another service whtoh is very unsatis- 
factory, but which is not under the con- 
trol of tho health department, is the 
watering of tho streets, nnd it seems 
fitting that in this communication, I 
should call your attention to tho unsatis- 
factory results achieved by tbo contrnot 
system. 1 have been of the opinion for 
some time that the only effectual wny to 
secure properly sprinkied streets so that 
tho roadways are actually preserved and 
not damaged, and tho travelling public 
accommodated rather than annoyed, is 
for tho city to own tho necessary plant. 
1 recommend that provision he made in 
the appropriations for 1896 for the pur- 
chase of, at least, a few wateriug carts 
aud horses, in order that a beginning 
may ho niado in the line of nti improved 
service.

Under the head of new business these 
petitions wore disposed of: Thomas M. 
Wators, ot. al., for laying out of Lincoln 
street and lightiug same, referred to 
highway committoe; A. W. Voso for 
gravel walk, without odgostouos, on 
Deacon street, roferrod to highway com- 
mittee; C. H. Stacey, et. al., for concrete 
sidewalks on Honshaw streot, referred to 
highway committeo; citizens of West 
Newton for a cross walk on River street, 
between Waltham and itoDshaw streets, 
referred to highway committeo; George 
Cornish, relative to alleged injuries re- 
ceived in a tronoh near Hull street, re- 
ferred to committeo on claims; for laying 
out of Ware road, referred -o highway 
committee; N. F. Nye, et al., for im- 
provement of walks oil Grove street, re- 
ferred to highway committee; for sowers 
in Cypress aud Edinhoro streots, referred 
to committee on sewers; for street light, 
coruer of Valentine street and Valoutino 
paik and maintenance of an arc lamp at 
that point, referred to committeo ou fuel 
and street lights. 

A communication was received from 
Mrs. Carrie L. Bradshaw through her at- 
torney, notifying tho city council of her 
dissatisfaction with tho award made for 
damages on account of tho Washington 
street widouiug, affocting property 
owned by her on that thoroughfaro. 

Councilman Hatfield presented tho re- 
port of the public property committee, 
recommendiug an appropriation of $500 
for plans for an addition to the modern 
section of the High school building. 
Tho report was received. 

Ou motion of Councilman Wing, an 
order was adopted authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a joint special committee of 
three on tho part of the commou council, 
with such as the board of aldermen may 
eloct to join, to consider and report on 
the recommendations of tiie board or 
health, concerning the establishing of a 
garbage plant and the reorganization of 
the health department. It was voted to 
refer the report of the board of health to 
that committee. 

An order was adoutod authorizing tl\o 
mayor to purchase lauds on recommen- 
dation of the committee on Washington 
street awards, where by so doing a more 
favorable settlement can bo made with 
parties whose laud has been seized iu 
part. 

Au ordor offered by Councilmau Bris- 
tol! was adopted, providing for an appro- 
priation of $1,500 for concrete wtlks and 
grading about tho Adams seboolhouse. 

Ail order offered by Councilman Wing 
was adopted, authorizing the committee 
on Washington street awards to effect a 
settlement with .1. Barker for land taken 
for the widening of Washington street. 

Au order offered by Councilman Hat- 
field was adopted, appropriating $1,585 
for laying a 206 feet of 6 inch water pipe 
iu Auburndale; 1,000 feet, 0 inch, in Clark 
street aud 178 feel, 4-incb, iu Orchard 
street. 

HIGH SCHOOL ADDITION. 

An order wa# offered by Councilman 
Baifield, providing far au appropriation 
of $500 for procuring plans for a brick 
addition to the modern section of the 
High school building. 

It was the occasion of considerable dis- 
cussion. Councilmau Hutchinson said 
that there was a variance of views re- 
garding tho best thing to be done to pro- 
vide the required additional High school 
accommodations. Many citizeuts, he 
weut on to say, are of the opinion that 
the city has done its duty this year in the 
way of providing new school buildings. 
While I do not wish to stand iu the way 
of a necessary improvement, added the 
couucilmau, it seems to me that there is 
uo necessity for haste. There are many 
who think it would be a good idea to put 
up auother High school building iu some 
other part of tue city. Believing that it 
would bo the part of wisdom to consider 
carefully the various phases of the ques- 
tion, and feeling that it would be better 
to delay uutil another year further ex- 
penditures for school buildings, I am not 
prepared to vote for the order at this 
time. 

Councilmau Roberts — I can see no good 
reason for delay iu procuring the pians. 
There is no doubt ns to the necessity of 
the addition and if the order, authorizing 
the securing of plans is passed, it does 
not necessarily mean a further appro- 
priation this year for the addition to the 
building. 

Councilman Sprague— I am inclined to 
vote for the order, but as ouo of the 
members of this board asks for delay in 
order to give to the subject further con- 
sideration, I believe that it would bo 
courteous to put the matter over. 1 
therefore desire to give notice that I shall 
move to have the subject especially as- 
signed for tho next meeting of the coun- 
cil. 

President Parker released tho chair 
temporarily to speak iu reply to Council- 
mau Hutchinson. He said that the pub- 
lic property committee had giveu the 
subject very cureful consideration. The 
old portiou of the High school building, 
lie weut ou to say, was in very bail shape. 
It was understood when the modem sec- 
tion was erected IU years ago that tho 
secoud portion for which these plaus are 
to provide would be added witbin two or 
three years. The necessity has beeu 
urgent for some time and the matter 
would have been pressed last year by tho 
school board had it not been feared that 
it might iuturfeie with the securing of 
the new schoolhotise at West Newtou. 
The old part of the High school is very 
much out of repair uud cuuuot be reno- 
vated. It is unlit for tbe habitation of 
pupils and regarded as extremely danger- 
ous iu case of file. The committee is 
satisfied that it cannot be repaired uud 
provision mude for the sanitary uud veu- 
tilatiugappurteuances required under the 
present state law. The rooms iu the old 
p#rt ure very much over crowdeil. So 


far as the interior is concerned, some of 
tiie highway stablos in the city nro far 
superior. Owing to the great expense of 
a teaching force for a separate High 
school, that plan ia regarded as not holng 
feasible. In reference to the appropria- 
tion for pinna, said the councilmnn in 
conclusion, it should lie borne in mind 
that a delay must bo inevitnbio beforo 
any steps can he taken toward making 
nn appropriation for tho building for 
which tlioy provide. It will bo several 
months, probably, before tho committee 
will ho in a position to proceed in tho 
wny of providing funds for tho contem- 
plated structure, hence tho appropria- 
tion will not bo included In tlioHo for tho 
present year. 

Councilman Bristou said that thero 
was no desire on the part of tho public 
property committeo to railrond the order 
through. Attention, ho wont on to say, 
bad been repeatedly called to tho condi- 
tion of tho old portion of the High school 
building. It was certainly time to take 
some stops towards remedying that con- 
dition, one admitted to be not in accord 
with tho requirement for buildings pro- 
vided with suitable sanitary and ventilat- 
ing fixtures and safe for tho oooupaacy 
of pupils. 

Councilman Wing— I am in favor of tho 
addition to tho High school huildiiig.but 
I also feel that it would be well to tako 
plenty of time to consider tho subject. 

Councilman Ober spoke in a similar 
vein. 

The motion, seconded by Councilman 
Sprague, to lay tho order on tho table 
was defeated by a vote of 8 to 4. 

Tho voto on tho passage of the order 
stood 8 to 4. It, therefore, failed to pass, 
the nouessary two-thirds of the total voto 
not being in ovidonco. 

In concurrence, a large number of peti- 
tions were disposed of and those orders 
wore passed: Granting free use of tho 
City Hall, Oct. 28-31, to Mrs. P. W. Car- 
ter; authorizing the construction of 
several sewors; authorizing tho construc- 
tion of various sidewalks and a concrete 
crossing on Walnut streot; appropriat- 
ing $1514 for water mains.

He referred to 
the report of the Massachusetts Hoard 
appointed to investigate the subjoot of 
the unemployed, a compilation of testi- 
monies nud statistics with this confess- 
edly liopeloss confusion, “no speclflo for 
tho removal of tho evil can be sug- 
gested.” 

Iu contrast with thiH I turned, ho soys, 
for refreshment of trail it to that benuti- 
ful introduction of Henry George’s in 
his unequaled work on Protection or 
Free Trade, which to road is to rocoivo 
illumination. Listen to this felicitous 
illustration: "Near tho window by 

which 1 write a great bull is tethered by 
a ring iu his noso. Grazing round and 
round lie has wound bis rope about tho 
stake until now lie stands a close 
prisoner, tantalized by rioh grass bo can- 
not rench, uniiblo oven to toss his head 
to rid him of the flies that cluster on his 
shoulders. Now and ngain ho struggles 
vainly, and then, after pitiful bellowings, 
relapses into silent misery. This bull, n 
very type of massive strength, who be- 
cause ho has not wit enough to see how 
ho might be freo. suffers want in sight of 
plenty, and is bolplessly preyed upon by 
wonker creatures, seems to mo no unfit 
emblem of the working masses. In all 
lands men whoso toil creates abounding 
wealth are pinched with poverty, and 
while advancing civilization opens wider 
vistas and aw. .kens new desires, aro bold 
down to brutish levels by animal needs. 
Bitterly conscious of injustice, feeling in 
their inmost souls that they wore made 
for more than so narrow a life, they too, 
spasmodically struggle and cry out. But 
until they trace effect to cause, until they 
see how they aro fettered and how they 
may bo freed, their struggles nnd out- 
cries aro ns vain as those of the bull. 

The confronting questions nro “Why 
should men nnd women in a community 
of abounding wealth suffer for the 
necessaries of existence? Why, with 
harvests exceeding iu abundance any in 
the world’s history, should people die of 
hunger? Why. with tho modern 
processes of production, multiplying 
marvellously and cheaply every require- 
ment of man, every luxury that ho do- 
sires, should largo numbers bo houseless 
and cold? Why in the excess of good 
things of life should so many polish be- 
cause of thoir lack?” These aro preg- 
nant interrogations and must bo met. 
They aro evaded, not on account of their 
intrinsic difficulty, but for the reason 
that an honest and searching considera- 
tion would develop established wrongs 
and rouse tho ire and opposition of those 
who profit by the existing state of 
things. For a century it was tho oustom 
iu this country to steal the labor of black 
people in the South, and not infrequent- 
ly one hoars the ai-sertiou that the slave- 
holder should have been paid for his 
liberated Blaves, Tho suggestion that 
those who have been defrauded of their 
wages and reduced to condition of 
chattels were the ones to whom compen- 
sation is duo, is scouted. 

As tho root of tho disturbing difficuly 
is generally lost sight, of in tho aggravat- 
ing icsults, it is easier to treat the 
symptoms which are apparent than to 
try to concentrate attention on causes. 
Consequently much of our social science 
effort is empiriual, dwolling on pallia- 
tives and shirking radical measures. 
Tho one palpable, nil pervading, and 
sufficient cause for the so called problem 
we are considering, is tho monopoly of 
land. Industrial idleness and involuntary 
poverty result clearly from tho misap- 
propriation of nature’s bounty to man- 
kind, which we oall the earth. For we 
must live upon it. Wo canuot sustain 
ourselves in air, we cannot inhabit tho 
water. In the earth’s bosom is stored 
all material needs. It is tho reservoir 
from which all conceivable wealth has to 
be drawn, and to bo drawn by the process 
of human labor. But is there an econo- 
mist living who intimates that the world 
has begun to approximate a Malthusian 
condition? Mr. Edward Atkii.son Bays, 
“If tiie whole present population of this 
country would march out over Beacon 
street in Boston, tho mothers carrying 
their infants in tbeir arms, wo could give 
them all standing room in my town of 
Brookline, with some room to spare, and 
could signal them all from a common 
centro on a piece of fiat prairie of the 
same area of about nine square miles, on 
a still day, with one trumpet. 

It is claimed that the State of Texas 
could sustain in comfort the entiro popu- 
lation of Europe. The land or the town 
of Huddersfield ir. England with one 
hundred thousand inhabitants, is today 
the property of a single family. If the 
laud of Newton were legally mine, the 
people of Newtou would bo my subjects, 
they must agree to my terms or vaente. 

1 do not own the pooplo in tho same way 
that the sluvo holder owued his chattel, 
nnd yet owning the land upon which they 
must live and do business, I have the 
same power to appropriate the earmugs 
of labor that the Southerner had over bis 
slave. Neur my summer home on Cape 
Cod is a land locked bay, rich in the 
shell fish called Quabog, The small ones 
are known us little neck clams, and bring 
a high prioe in the city markets. With- 
in a year or two, men have netted sovun 
dollars a barrel for the clams, and one of 
my Cape Cod neighbors wus able occa- 
sionally to secure three barrels a day. 
You wonder why peoplo aro willing to 
stand up to their waists in water hour 
after hour grubbing in the mud with 
rakes, but the secret is that the bay is 
the only spot iu town, w here labor can 
reap its full rewnrd. What a man earns 
is his. Neither the laudlord nor the tax- 
gatherer can come uloug and demand a 
share of the Qualiogs. 

Iu London labor has to pay iu ground 
rent to tho landlords, eighty million 
dollars, and iu all Great Britain seveu 
hundred and fifty million dollars annual- 
ly before it can begin to have anything 
to eat, drink or wear. Is it any mystery 
why the rich grow richer and the poor 
poorer? There was oncu property iu man 
as well us property iu laud venerated and 
entrenched. Neither call be tho proper- 
ty in tho eyus of justiee. The peaceful 
remedy is the Single Tax. As Henry 
George expressed it “we would simply 
take for the community what belongs to 
the community, the value that attaches 
to land by the growth of the community 
leaving suoredly to the individual all that 
belongs to the individual. Thus, if a 
man takes a fish from the ocean lie ac- 
quires a right of properly in that fish, 
which exclusive right he may trunsfer 
by sale or gift. But lie cannot obtuiu a 
similar right of property iu the ocean, so 
that he may sell it or give it, or forbid 


othurs to use it,” 

To him who attains tho bnptism of 
this truth comes n new light and a now 
life. Its foundation is a belief in 
humnnity nnd the possibility of realizing 
new justice nnd froodom nnd tho King- 
dom of Heaven on this much oppressed 
and slnndered earth. 

The pnper was followed by an ani- 
mated discussion participated in by IJr. 
Calkins, Kov. Mr. Hornbrooko, Bov. Mr. 
Green, Mr. Nathaniel T. Allen and 
others.

The Republic of Jones. 

“There was a government in existence 
within the limits of my state during the 
late war that I find no mention of in 
the histories,” said Mr. F. M. Holden 
of Mississippi.

RETAIL BIRD DEAlERS. 

RilMHmi 1 Trade Curried nti In Now York 
Alnm«t Kxnlnulvfly r , 9 German*. 

Now York city’s extensive trade in 
singing birds is carried on almost ex- 
clusively by Germans. Not only lmvo 
they n virtual monopoly of this vary 
profitable business, lmt, furthermore, a 
very largo part of tho bird importations 
come from Germany tlireet. Tho trmlo 
is chiefly with southern Germany. Tho 
most plausible explanation of the prom- 
inence of Hermans in this business is the 
fnot, that, above all other qualities, it 
requires patience and kindness, two at- 
tributes in which Germans, and especial- 
ly German women, excol. 

There is in Now York a very large 
trade in canary birds, and during the 
period when a larger slmro of tho na- 
tion's commerce wns carriod on in sail- 
ing ships than is tho case now parrots 
and cockatoos wero dealt iu extensively, 
though nowadays they havo somewhat 
gone nut of vogno. Much care is neces- 
sary in tho business of looking after 
birds, for tlioy aro subject to many ail- 
ments which mnst constantly be pro- 
vided against, and without tho exorcise 
of great care the entire stock of the 
dealer might bo swept away in a short 
time. The retail bird business does not 
require a very largo capital. Tho loss of 
birds by illness is tho chief danger to bo 
provided against, not tho indifference of 
purchasers, for those aro never lacking 
in Now York. The ordinary price of a 
singing canary is from $1.50 to $2. 75. 

Tho age attained by birds varies con- 
siderably — from 3 to 100 years — these 
being tho maximum ages: Wren, 8 
years ; thrush, 10; robin, 12 ; blackbird, 
12 ; goldfinch, 15 ; partridge, 15; pheas- 
ant, 15; lark, 18; nightingalo, 18; pi- 
geon, 20; linnet, 28; canary, 24; crone, 
24; peacock, 24; sparrow, 40; pelican. 
50 ; parrot, 00 ; crow, swan and eagle, 
100 years. There is much less demand 
for birds for ornithological displays in 
museums in tho United States than in 
Europe, and one reuson given in ex- 
planation of this is tho fact that tho 
museums of most European capitals tiro 
maintained at the public expense, with- 
out private contributions or tho need 
of nny, whereas in the United States 
tho appropriations for menagerie and 
museum purposes nre, generally speak- 
ing, inadequate and lmvo to be eked out 
by private contributions. Tho annnal 
appropriation for tho menagerie in Cen- 
tral park, including necessary repairs to 
tho buildings, is only $30,000. Many of 
tho nnimals in tho park, and somo of 
tho birds, nro lent by private individ- 
uals. What is trne of New York city in 
this regard is substantially trno of the 
other big cities of t Ho United States, 
and so tho market for raro birds resti 
chiefly upon tho purchases of private in 
dividuals. — New York Sun. 


TOM MOORE’S FIRST SWEETHEART. 

She Wns tho Heroine of III* “Mary, I Be- 
lieved Thee True.” 

To the present generation the name 
of Mary Duff is known only hv tradition 
and by Moore’s poem, says Edward Bok 
in Tho Ladies’ Home Journal. Y ot her 
career reads liko a romance. It was in 
London that she was born, in 1 794. Her 
christened name was Mary Ann Dyke. 
When she was scarcoly 15, she was 
known far and wide as ono of the most 
beautiful girls of the neighborhood. Her 
poverty led her to adopt tho stage as a 
profession, and she and her two sis- 
ters, also of great bounty, becamo dan- 
cers at the Dublin theater, where their 
singular grace, comelinoss of faco and 
person attracted immediate attention 
and admiration. Whenever the Dyke 
sisters appeared, tho theater would be 
thronged. And Mary seoniod to be the 
favorite of the trio. 

It was the fashion of the time at Kil- 
kenny for gentleman amateurs to give 
annnal public performances for the ben- 
efit of the poor of tho city, and it was 
on one of those occasions, when the as- 
sistance of professional ladies from Dub- 
lin was invoked, that Thomas Moore, 
tho Irish poet, wns introduced to Mary 
Dvko and immediately found kimsoll 
passionately iu lovo with her. It was in 
tho play, “Fortune’s Frolic,” that Tom 
Mooro personated Robin Roughheud aud 
Mary Dvko Nancy. 

Tho Irish poet becamo Mary Dyke’s 
very shadow, and after awhile lie pour- 
ed forth his great lovo for her aud offer- 
ed her his hand nnd heart. But, for 
some reason, the beautiful Mary did rot 
reciprocate the wealth of affection thus 
offered her, and she rejected him. It 
was this which led Mooro to return to 
his room, and in tho midnight hour pen 
his colobrated love song, beginning 
“Mary, I believed thee true. ”

Shakers. 

Tho Shakers had their peonliur desig- 
nation given to them iu derision. Dur- 
ing the religious oxoiti meats which 
wore encouraged by their form of wor- 
ship, members of this soot often full in- 
to convulsive tremblings, sometimes 
ending in partial or total unconscious- 
ness, and this singular phenomenon gave 
a name to the sect.

W1IAT THE COMMITTEE RAY 
REPORT. 


IN T1IEIII TEAM HAS IMPROVED SINCE OAME WITH 
BROOK I.INE I1IHH AND I.OOKS I. IKK A 
LEADER IN THE LEAGUE. 


Rev. Daniel L. Furbor, D. D., pastor j 
emeritus of the First cburob at Newton 
Centre, was given a reception in that 
historic meeting bouse, Monday after* 
noon and evening, ill celebration (if bis 
75th birthday. Ho received informally 
■Aith Rev, Mr. Noyes, the present pastor 
of the church, and the well preserved 
and mneb esteemed clergyman was 
greeted by many friends during the 
afternoon and evening. 

Rev. l)r. Furber was ordained in lt*4T, 
and his active pastorate continued until 
188-’. 

Among the clergymen present at tbo 
reception were Rev. S. F. Smith, D. 1)., 
author of “America;” Rev. II. J. Patrick, 
Rev, Alvah Hovey, D. D.. Denn Hunting- 
ton, Rev. Ruou Thomas, D. D., and 
others. 

For forty-eight years ho lias been a 
resident of Newton Centre, and for 
thirty-five years he lias labored unceas- 
ingly for the public good. Ho lias 
watched the present generation grow up, 
and by his guiding hand many have suc- 
ceeded more generously than otherwise. 
Five years ago the residents insisted on 
honoring him with a reception, but this 
year, lie considered it not only his duty 
but a pleasure in welcoming them to 
celebrate with him. 

As to Rev. Mr. Furber’s life it can be 
said to have beou one full of activity. 

He was born in Sandwich, N. H., in lliu 
year 1820. His father, Jeremiah Furbor, 
was a farmer, aud until he was 1(1 years 
of age the Rev. Mr. Furber assisted in 
the work in tho field. As a boy lie was 
fond of music, and this prompted his 
father to gratify bis taste, and at the age 
of 7 he was given lessons. When be was 
10 years of age he was playing in a 
church. lYhou be was 10 years of age 
his father sent him to Sandwich Acade- 
my, whore he received preliminary train- 
ing for a college course. Beforo 1835 he 
passed through Portland and Fryeburg 
Academies, and then lie went to Dart- 
mouth College. 

It was then bo began to struggle, as 
he was dependent upon himself to pay 
bis way through college. He, howevor, 
supported himself comfortably by teach- 
ing music in a ladies’ boarding school. 

It was here he mot Mrs. Maria l’eabody, 
the principal of the school, who after- 
wards became partner of bis life. 

After graduating at Dartmouth in 1843 
he took a four years’ course in Andover 
Theological Seminary. He was culled 
to the First Church iu Newton soon after 
graduating at Andover, aud was ordained 
and commenced active work immediately. 

There were but sixty pews iu the 
church when he first entered upon his 
duties, but before bo retired there we 
lot) of them, aud all occupied, in 1830 
he was married to Mrs. Peabody, who 
was of great assistance to him iu this 
field of labor. She was a sister of the 
late Chief Justice L. F. Brigham of 
Salem, and was considered a lady of 
capacious intellect and of thoughtful 
piety. 

In 1881 lie preached the election ser- 
mon before Governor Long And the 
Massachusetts Legislature, a custom in 
vogue for many years, but since doue 
■way with. The death of his wife during 
the following year was a sad blow to 
him, aud nearly overyone in Newton 
Centre attended her funeral. In bis 
early days, together with Professor Park 
and Professor Phelps, lie published a 
book of hymns and tunes, his part being 
confined to the role of music in church 
services. 

It was lie who succeeded in having 
singing in the church of that denomina- 
tion by unprofessional singers, which 
other churclies have since adopted. In 
1882 ho retired from active work in tho 
minisiry. but occasionally, eveu uow, his 
voice is huaid from the pulpit. 

Mr. Furber has been to Europe several 
times, and thus be obtained much useful 
information. This summer he has been 
to California, aud his health was much 
benefited by the trip. 

Nonantiim Roys’ Club. 

The committee having in charge the 
work of the Nonantum Boys’ Club, feel 
that the Club is no longer au exprri- 
ment, and a year ago decided to open 
the club every week day evening, and to 
employ Mr. P. B. Whelplev as superin- 
tendent. The experience of the winter 
and spring fully justified these Bteps. 
The Club was open from October 1, 18S»4, 
to April 10, 18115, and the average at- 
tendance during that period was 45. 
Classes were conducted in carpentry, 
drawing, printing, cobbling, typewriting, 
upholstery aud gymnastics. Mr. Whelp- 
ley gave a portion of bis days as well us 
his evenings to the work of the club. 

The committee are satisfied that the 
club is already a positive force for good 
in Nonamum. It uot only serves to draw 
the young boys away from the question- 
able amusements of the streets, but it 
surrounds them with 'educational and 
refining influences. Tbe attendance at 
the club clearly shows the readiness of 
the boys to respond to this effort in tliuir 
behalf. No resident of Newton can be 
indifferent to the welfare of these boys, 
who will so soon be our citizens ami 
voiers. 

Tbe committee wish to carry on the 
club duimg the coming winter ou sub- 
stantially* the same basts as last year. 
For the best work by the club about one 
thousand dollars are needed, and the 
committee therefore ask fur uu enlarge- 
ment of last year’s subscriptions, confi- 
dent that tbe past lias proved the necessi- 
ty and value of the cluo.

Tho High school committee in their re- 
port on tho need of a now High school 
building, pi esetit tho case very strongly. 
They give the history of tho last addi- 
tion, which cost 844,500, and it was then 
(1885), proposed to build a second section 
in two or three years. But the other 
largo expenses of tho city have prevent- 
ed this, and tlto committee now say: 

Only tbo extreme urgency of tho de- 
mands for school accommodations in 
other parts of tho city has prevented 
your committeo from bringing this 
matter earlier to tbo attention of tbo 
Board. Your committee now finds itself 
, under the strongest sense of obligation 
to urge immediate action in rognrd to tbo 
High school. Tbe need of now, more 
commodious, and more generally suitable 
quarters fot the High school is so plainly 
evident that tbe committee does not 
deem it necessary to set forth at any 
great length the rensous upon which its 
recommendation is based. Without any 
attempt, at elaboration, tbe High school 
committee suggests the following, as to- 
gether constituting most conclusive rea- 
sons for immediate action: 

1. Tho woudeu portion of the build- 
iug is very much out of repair. In the 
yearly expectation that it was to bo dis- 
placed, successive city governments 
have refrained front spending mouey up- 
on it. 

2. This portion of the building is ex- 
posed to serious dangers from fire. In a 
sauitary point of view, if not a menace to 
tho health of pupils, it iB far below 
modern standards of heating and ventila- 
tion. 

3. For several years tho efficiency of 
tho school has been impaired by lack of 
adequate room for carryiclf on its work. 
In tbe school year ending June, 1S95, tho 
average attendance was 548. Tho whole 
number of pupils eurolled (hiring this 
same year was 028, As already set forth, 
tbo public property committee of tbo 
former year recommended tbo erection 
of a building capable of accommodating 
sevon or eight huudrod pupils. A com- 
parison of tbo average attendance for 
1805 with tbe samo item for 1885 shows 
bow much more urgeut the need lias be- 
come. 

Su oh considerations as these seem to 
your committee fully adequate to justify 
the action which they are about to 
recommend. Before proceeding to such 
lecummendation, however, the High 
school committee calls attention to the 
fact that the plans, as drawn by Allen 
and Konway, provided a large room in 
which tho entiro school could be 
gathered. Since these plans were pre- 
pared, the gymnasium has been erected, 
affording opportunity for assembling all 
pupils. Moroovor, marked progress lias 
been m tde during the past decade in 
school house construction and, in the 
judgment of tho nigh school committee, 
it is now wise to modify essentially the 
Allen aud Kenway plans or to secure en- 
tirely new plans for the completion of 
the building. 

With this preliminary statement of tho 
case, which they have endeavored to 
make ns brief as possible, the High school 
Committeo recommends the passage of 
the following order: 

Ordered — That the City Council be re- 
quested to make at the earliest time pos- 
sible such addition to the modern section 
of tbe High school building that the 
structure, when completed, will afford 
adequate accommodations for a school 
of at least nine hundred pupils.

Tbo 
former played last year, and as an end 
was not exoelled by any member of tbo 
leaguo. He is a great tacklor, and his 
interferonoo has been tho ineanB of many 
a gain. Dunne is a light man but is a 
pretty tacklor. 

Quarterback Forrson is a new member 
of the elevon. Ho is light, but lack of 
weight, does not seem to affect his play- 
ing ability. His work is stoady, and be 
handies the backs with good judgment. 

Tbo backs nro Rurdon, Bryant and 
Bunion. Burden is the faster of tbe 
halves. In the Roxbnry ginio bis gains 
at !ho ends averaged over 10 yards. 
Bryant bits tbe lino bard, runs low, 
and is nover down until be is unable to 
stir.

Woman Suffrage in England. 

To the Editor of theOHAi’iitc: 

In tbe Boston Daily Advertiser of 
October 14th, the anti-suffragists are 
called "slanderers of women” and are 
accused of “one of the meanest current 
libels” when they assert that the friends 
of woman suffrage "misrepresent at 
least, by their silence, tbe actual status 
ot woman suffrage in England.” 

The writer, assorts, on tbe contrary, 
that the suffragists have "in every way 
possible, stated precisely to what extent, 
under what conditions, with what re- 
strictions women have the ballot at pres- 
ent in England.” Acknowledging that 
tbe result has not been completely 
triumphant there, he declares that “tho 
admitted advantages resulting from the 
slight and experimental enfranchise- 
ment of women in England afford at 
once a strong argument and grouud of 
hope for a speedy aud very much larger 
adoption there of woman suffrage.” 

Does this accord with Mrs. Chant’s 
statement in Newtonvillo, in which, if 
correctly reported, she spoke of "the 
liberty tbe women of tbe old world had 
enjoyed for the past fifty years in votiug 
at the polls with the men?” Is there 
anything here to show that only a very 
few of the women iu England vote? To 
au audience, perhaps not all of whom 
were familiar with the efforts which the 
suffragists assert they have made “iu 
every possible way” to inform them, is 
this "stating precisely tho conditions 
and limitations” of woman suffrage in 
England? If her audience consisted en- 
tirely of sufficiently informed persons, is 
it fair to make such a statement for the 
larger audience who read the reports of 
these meetings? 

And since this “slight and experiment- 
al eufiauchiseinent” (to use their owu 
words) has already lasted fifty years, 
why do they now hope for its speedy in- 
crease? 

In the reports of Mrs. Chant’s remarks 
at other suffrage meetings, 1 cannot find 
that, in speaking of women suffrage in 
England, she refers iu any way to thu 
fact that only to “women at the head of 
a family, that is women who have no 
husband to act for thorn, or women at 
the bead of a business, and who must, iu 
both cases, pay a certain piescribed lux, 
is given tbe tight to vote for municipal 
officers, ami also for parish officers; Imt 
such a person is not permitted to hold 
office iu the city government.” 

Whenever tbe head of a family is a 
man bis vole is considered to represent 
the whole family, taken uh a unit. 

Since so much stress is laid on the fact 
of England having given suffrage to wo- 
men. is not this suppressMu of the con- 
ditions of the grunts, to suy thu least, 
misleading? 

Tiiu conditions in Massachusetts differ 
entirely from those in England, aud what 
is claimed by tbe suffragists here, viz:— 
the right of every woiuuu to vote, is a 
different tiling from wliuf is giveu to 
certain women there under certain con- 
ditions. 

In making these corrections, 1 fail to 
sou that 1 am ;i "slunilei'# of women” or 
guilty of one of the "meanest current 
libels.”

Tho much-mooted question of the 
bridge over the Charles river at River- 
sido, to connect the grounds of the B. A. 
A. on the Weston sido of the river with 
Auburndale, has at last boon settled to 
the satisfaction of all parties interested. 

Work was commenced Monday ou the 
bridge, and two of the abutmeuts are 
already in place. 

The objections of the Newton boat 
cub have been met by tho agreement of 
Mr. Hubbard and the B. A. A. to con- 
struct a bridge of a single span so as 
not to interfere with the view of tbe 
river from the Newton boat clubhouse. 

The city 'Jbuncil of Nowtou, in view 
of this settlement of tho questions at 
issue between the two clubs, and acting 
under the assutanco that the beauty of 
the river ,yill in no way be marred by 
thu structure, has decided not to take 
tbe land on tbe eastern bank, which is 
needed for an approach, for a park, as 
proposed liiHt year, and will iu no way 
interfere with tbe construction of the 
bridge. 

In connection with tbe building of this 
bridge a number of permanent residents 
of Auburndale are agitating a great 
public improvement in the shape of a 
considerable addition to the city’s park 
system. 

It is proposed to seize all tho laud on 
tho Newton bank of the stream from 
Weston bridge at the western termiuus 
of the Commonwealth avenue boulevard 
to the new bridge of tbe B. A. A. 

The tract of land comptises sorno eight 
acres, and embraces a high bluff over- 
looking the rivor. It is regarded ns an 
ideal spot for a river park, and com- 
mands a magnificent view of the wind- 
ing stream. It is regarded as desirable 
to secure this laud in ordor to preserve 
tlie shores from desucratiou, and pro 
vide a public lauding plucu for pleasure 
boats. Another use to which this land 
may be put is for an extension of the 
Commonwealth avenue boulevard. 


Physical Cull tire in Newton. 

Tiie new Y. M. C. A. gymnasium has 
been running more than a month aud the 
success of the umlerstakiug has been 
assured. The interest and enthusiasm 
aroused in behalf of physical culture has 
been largely due to the uersonality of 
Dr. Howard, the very capable director. 
Dr. Howard has instructed in gymnasi- 
ums for years with marked success, aud 
besides having the proper esprit to stim- 
ulate his pupils to tlieit Oust, he is a 
gymnast himself of large reputation. 

Although the classes have taken hold 
in a very encouraging maimer, they are 
still much smaller than they should be 
ill a place like Newton; tbe boys’ and 
business men’s classes especially need 
augmenting. 

The youth of the city have never had 
such au opportunity for physical develop- 
ment so scientifically applied as is uow 
offered by the Y. M. C. A. for merely a 
nominal fee. This includes, too, not 
only thu use of a well appointed gymna- 
sium under ex pert instruction, but also 
the many other privileges iu oounection 
therewith, such as careful medical ex- 
amination from time to time, the use of 
shower and spray baths, etc. 

Probably no set of young boys are 
more iu need of gymuusiiim training 
than ours. Dr. Howard and Dr. Both 
fuld, thu medicul examiner, both say 
that in all their gymnasium experiences 
they have never seen a mure round- 
shouldered. narrow-chested, and un- 
developed lot of young hoys than have al- 
ready joilieu thu junior class, and yet 
these same hoys are probably above, 
ruther than below, the average Newton 
grammar school hoy iu pliyaiual condi- 
tion. These school hoys are the ones 
who most ueed the training, they rapidly 
show improvement in form and hearing, 
and improper carriage acquired either in 
the class room, by faulty bicyclu riding, 
or otherwise, is soon remedied. Parents 
should sue to it that their boys have thu 
privileges of the Y. M. C. A. gymnasium; 
privileges which as yet are not possible 
iu our publio schools.

DEATH OF TECTJMSEH. 

POINTS ON A QUESTION THAT HAS 
LONG BEEN IN DISPUTE. 

The Claim Tlmt an Old Indian Warrior, 
n flitter Indian Hater, Killed the Cele- 
brated Chief — A Document. Found Anions 
the I.ate Richard Conner** Paper*. 

The following noennnt of tho death 
of the groat Indian chieftain Tecnmsoh, 
cr Tocnnitho, was found among tho pa- 
pers of Richard J. Conner, editor of tho 
Porn Sentinel, who died In this city 
July 25, 1805. It contains information 
touching tho question that has hereto- 
fore been widely disputed. Tho death 
of Mr. ('onner prevented tho fulfillment 
of tho task, says tho Indianapolis Nows: 

“My father’s family was captured by 
tho Indians about tho year 1785. It may 
have been earlier or a year or two later. 
They were carried to Michigan, and 
wore afterward ransomed by somo Mo- 
ravians, and tho family settled nbont 
four or fivo miles below tho present site 
of Mount Clemons, on tho Clinton river, 

23 miles north of tho city of Detroit. 

“When captured, the family lived at 
n plnco called Connor’s Town, or Con- 
ner’s Station, near what is now tho east 
lino of Coshocton county, O., ndjoin- 
ittg Pennsylvania. Tho long journey 
through tho wilderness then covering 
tho distance from eastern Ohio to the 
Clinton rivoi in Michigan was most 
painful and fatiguing. 

"My father settled on White rivor in 
central Indiana in 1802, but ho had 
made a trip to tho Wabash in 1800. Ho 
remained at his trading post until tho 
breaking out of tho war with Great 
Britain in 1812, when ho joined tho 
forces under General Harrison at Fort 
Meigs, on tho Maumee river, and with 
his brother John acted as guide and in- 
terpreter for General Harrison. Ho was 
Bent by tho general down tho Wabash 
to the Miantis, Rattawatomies and 
Shawnees, to loam if possible their in- 
tentions and attitude in tho npproneh- 
irig trouble with British forces. Ho 
knew Tecnmthe and his brother, tho 
Prophet, intimately. Tho Prophet often 
befriended him, aud was a trustworthy 
friend. My father always spoke well of 
tlieso Indians. Ho had many conversa- 
tions with Tecumthe in regard to tho 
attitude of the Indian tribes urnlor his 
direction and his reasons for his adher- 
ence to tho British causo, aud his co- 
operation with that country in tho war 
that followed. Tecumthe complained 
bitterly of the lack of faith on tho part 
of tho United States in regard to por 
fomtance of treaty stipulations and 
contrasted it with the policy as carried 
out by Great Britain in its management 
of Indian affairs in Canada. Ho felt 
that there was no security for tho In- 
dian and clearly foresaw that tho timo 
was not distant when tho Indian would 
possess little or no part of tho domain 
ho had inlieritod from his fathers. 

“Tecumthe seemed to bo fully aware 
that step by stop tho tribes would bo 
pushed farther west or exterminated 
by tlto bitterness and hate of tho white 
man. With a power warliko aud tig 
gressive as Groat Britain to back and 
ally tho Indian, ho hoped to put off tho 
final day and possibly save a romnant 
of his people. 

“These, in part at least, wero tho 
reasons that actuated him in that won- 
derful crusade he was making, visiting 
the tribes covering the country from 
tiro lakes to Arkansas. My father said 
ho had a persuasive touguo and a power 
to move his follow savages rare indeed, 
and ho nover failed to rally tho red man 
on to tho war path. His naturo was not 
naturally a savage ono, aud ho often ex- 
pressed abliorreuco of unnecessary blood- 
shed. 

“Ho declared that ho would not toler 
ato crnolties or predatory warfare on 
peaceful, noncombatant settlements of 
white people, but ho felt it liis duty to 
rally tho tribes and iuflumo them to a 
point of resistance and fair warfare 
against tho government of tho United 
States, which had for a hundred years 
persistently pushed the Indians from 
their homos and the places which that 
government had assigned to them with 
solemn pledges that they should always 
retain such as their futuro homes, and 
that it would protoct thorn from tho 
restless greed of wliito pioneers. 

“My father was iu command of 800 
friendly Indians at tho buttlo of tho 
Thames, in Canada. His command was 
nttuched to Colonol Paul’s regiment in 
that battle. His Indians did some good 
service and contributed to the defeat of 
tho British und Indians. 

“After tho battle, luto in tho aftor 
noon, ho was summoned to the lieudquur 
tors of Colonel R. M. Johnston, who 
stated to him tlmt it was thu rumor that 
tho groat chief Tecumthe was among 
the slain in battle uud requested my 
father to tuku some of his frieudly In 
diaiiH und search tho fiold and ascertain 
if it were indeed truo. My father im 
mediately took with him four or fivo 
Delawares uud began the search, which 
was successful. When they found tho 
body, somo of the Indians wore not sure 
that it was tlmt of Tecumthe. Thorn 
was a striking resemblance between tbe 
two brothers, Tecumthe and the Prophet, 
but one of thorn had a spot or defect ou 
one of his eyes. One of tho Delawares 
stooped down and pushed open the eye 
lid, and it was at once known that tiro 
deud man wus indeed Tecumthe. 

“During thu political campaign of 
1840 it was universally assorted by the 
Dumocruts lliat ‘Colonel Johnson killed 
Tecumthe. ’ My fntlier often declared 
that it could not bo; that mi old Indian 
warrior und a camp follower of tho ex 
podition iu Canada, named Whoutluy 
was probably Tecumthu’s sluyer. Hu 
wus a bitter Indian lmter and u crank 
on that subject. Ho wus not enrolled us 
a soldier, but went to the buttle ou liis 
own account. Hu, too, was killed in thu 
fight. Toouwtliu wus shot through the 
breast, und the wound plainly shows 
tlmt lie cuiuo to liis death from the 
effects of a shot from u email bore rifle, 
such as the frontiersman usually car- 
ried. John A. Dkiiikiit. ’’

Physical cate, amuse- 
ments, the triviality of trivialities, 
moods, tolerance, sympathy, others snd 
one’s self, children, illness and some 
other subjects, (III this hook, which con- 
tains many points of valuable atiggestive- 
nesH. Get into tho habit of taking 
propor nourishment, r(*»t and recreation; 
acknowledge tho triviality of trivialities: 
—Think of the many tritles which, by 
being magnified and kept in the fore- 
ground, obstruct the way to ail possible 
sight or appreciation of things that really 
hold a more important place. Indeed, 
there is an immense army of tiivial imps, 
and tho breadth of capacity for enter- 
taining these imps is so large in some of 
us us to he truly encouraging; for if the 
domain were otico deserted by the imps, 
there remains the breadth, which must 
have tho same capacity for holding some- 
thing hotter. As to moods, the author 
wants us to recognize the value of non- 
resistance, neither succumbing to them 
nor fighting them, but proceeding in the 
same way as when somebody teases us, — 
go with them and they let go for want of 
anything to hold to. Respect moods ns 
moods, and especially the muoda of 
others, but don’t becomo slaves to them.

THE RIVER PARK. 


A VERY DESIHAULK ENDING FOR THE 
NKW BOULEVARD. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

Will you kindly allow me space to pre- 
sent the petitioners’ reasons, for seizing 
laud between Weston bridge aud the 


Alt Historic House. 

I know of no place tn the violnity of 
Boston, says a writer in tho Boston 
Home Journal, around which cluster 
more pleasing and interesting memories 
and associations, historic and peraonal, 
than around the beautiful estate of ex- 
Gov. William A. (.Tallin and hia wife. It 


waa originally a part of the Newton es- 
tate of (Joy. Simon Ilradstreet, from 
whom it passed eventually to the Fuller 
family. Judge Fuller, who occupied it 
a century ago, was the fallier-in-law of 
Gen. William Hull, who served with 
credit in the Revolutionary War and waa 
a warm friend of Lafayette. Hull’s 
nnnto rested under a daik cloud for 
some time after the surrender of Detroit, 
but Lafayette never lost faith in him, 
and it remained for his grandson, Rev. 
James Fieeman Clarke, to finally vindi- 
cate his nnme in an eloquent plea. 

This old place has been for many 
years the homo of Gov. and Mrs. ClaHin, 
and during the time of their occupancy 
it has been the Mecca of many dis- 
tinguished men and women, not only 
from this country hut from abroad. Had 
Mrs. Clalliu bocn a French woman her 
drawing-room would have been called a 
salon, and now that she has given to the 
world some of her reminiscences of the 
famous people who have gatherod there, 
she would he famous. For her bound- 
less hospitality has placed Iter in a posi- 
tion to write interestingly of the famous 
people who have gathered at “Under the 
Old Elms,” this being tho name which 
was given to the old place more than 
forty years ago by Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher, who, with Mrs. Harriet Beech- 
er Stowe, was among tbo first to dedicate 
the new abode.

Among the people of whom Mrs. 
Clatlin most interestingly talks are 
Charles Sumner, Henry Wilson, Chief 
Justice Chase, James Freeman Clarke, 
Henry Ward Beecher, Mrs. Stowe. Gen.

Newton Boat Club house in Auburudale 
for park purposes, as I understand them. 

What leads me to ask this favoP'from 
you. is to answer an editorial in one of 
the Newton papers the past week, the 
substance of which I will give by quot- 
ing a sentence from the article. 

"No reason can be presented that 
would justify making an exception iu 
this case for it would establish a preced- 
ent that would lead t ) a great amount of 
difficulty iu the future, because the citi- 
zens of other villages would Dot pay for 
what had beeu given to auother village 
without the paymeut of an equivalent.” 

The positiou taken in this sentence is 
right so far as it applies to taking laud 
purely for local park purposes. But tbe 
potitiouers iu this iustauce represent 
the whole of Newton, ami believe that 
the present boulevard is incomplete with 
its abrupt termiuatiou at the narrow 
Westou bridge. 

Parties who drive over miles of this 
broad highway iu anticipation of the 
cool breezes ana delightful scenery of 
the winding Charles, would lose many 
beautiful views if they had to stop at the 
bridge and return by the same route over 
which they came. 

Seiziug the laud from the boulevard at 
Weston bridge over tbe hill to the River- 
side boat house, including about teu 
acres, a distance of less than one quarter 
of a mile as proposed by the petitiouers, 
will afford tho ouly exteuded view of the 
Charles river. 

Turning to tbe left at Oaklaud avenue, 
over the hill past tho Smith school, to 
ttie boat bouse, thence through Charles 
street to the bouleyaid agaiD.

Building, 
however, is already proposed, aud if 
once begun, will forfeit the chance to 
obtain this property us cheaply as at 
present. 

Tho proposed park is uot for Auburn- 
dale alone, hut for all tho people of Ncw- 
tou, aud the many others who come by 
rail or team to enjoy the river. 

As well might the citizeus of the ward 
in which Boston Common aud the Public 
Gardeus are situated, ho expected alnue 
to hoar the expense of these city outiug 
spots, ns to ask Auburudale lo furnish a 
proper terminus tor the boulevard. 

Shall Newton after completiug one of 
the most beautiful drives iu auy coun- 
try, neglect the objective point, and the 
chief beauty spot of the whole Commou- 
wealth avenue extension, for a few 
thousand dollars? A Citizen.

WHAT IS ELECTRICITY? 

Somii of tho Numerous Theories Oil the 
Mysterious Current. 

Well, what is it? It is scarcely pos- 
sible to say. Tliero are theories — many 
of them. It is evidently something of 
which we cannot take apart; we can- 
not cut a piece of it off mid subject it to 
analysis, nor can we pour a little of it 
into a bottle for future study mid con- 
templation. It is liko the wind — its 
effects can be measured, its force, 
strength and quantity can now be cal- 
culated to a very nico degree. Still, to 
liken it to the wind, it is a stupendous 
power, a mighty typhoon, blowing, as 
it were, without moving, two ways at 
once along all parts of its path, giving 
off a halo of magnetism at right angles 
to that path everywhere.

ACCOMMODATION TRAIN ON THK BOSTON 
A ALBANY ROAD CRASHES INTO A 
FREIGHT. 


More than 300 passengers on the 5.10 
local accommodation train from Boston had 
a narrow escape at Newton last evening. ' 

The passenger train ran into the Miliord 
freight, cast bound just west of the Belle- 
vue street bridge, a tnird of a mile west of 
the Newton depot, at 5.32, but no one was 
injured 

The Milford train was backing down to 
clear the way for the Worcester express, 
aud a switch was left open. 

The engineer ot the 5 10 train saw the 
switch light, but was unable to bring the 
train to a stop, the passeuger train took the 
switch and crashed into the rear end of 
the freight. 

Four of the cars of the freight train were 
thrown from the tracks, two of the cars 
were completely demolished : the other two 
cars were thrown across the tracks, and j 
blockaded them for nearly half an hour. 

The cylinders aud water tank of the 1 
passenger engine were crushed, but neither 
the fireman nor engineer were injured. 

Several windows of the passenger cars 
were smashed, aud a number of the 
passengers were badly shaken up, but none 
were badly injured.

At the special moetins of the aldermen 
Monday evening i» heating was given on 
the order providing for t he widening of 
Washington afreet east of the Huston it | 
Albany railroad orosaing over that 
thoroughfare: Park and Tremont atreeta, 
the lRttor from Park atreet to the Boston 
line. The proposed improvement evi- 
dently interests a large number of peo- 
ple, for the aldermen’s toom and the ad- 
joining common council chamber wero 
crowded with citizens, largely from Ward 
7, the section of the city moat affected 
by the widoning scheme. 

There wns no opposition, except in the 
form of certain objections to tho plan of 
the city engineer. So far as toe general 
improvement was concerned, there 
seemo l to be but ono opinion, and that 
was unanimously in its favor. 

Mr. Samuol L. Powers appeared for 
tho Cbanning Unitarian society, which 
owns property situated on Park and 
Vernon streets, nnd objected to tho plan 
of the city, which provides for a jog, in- 
stead of a straight line through to Ver- 
non street. He said that if it was carried 
out, it would interfere with the proposed 
building of a parsonage, nnd leave a strip 
of land that would be of comparatively 
little value. Ho offered no objection to 
the general idea of widening, but sug- 
gested that it would be better to carry 
tbe line straight, and thus secure a more 
symmetrical street, with an easier curve 
Iron) Park into Tremont street, 

Mr. Abram Byflold, representing the 
Cbanning church, spoke in a similar 
vein. 

A protest was received from S. B. 
Whitteraorc, objecting to tho taking of 
his land on Waverley avenue and Tre- 
mont street. 

Mr. E. W. Gay thought that the new 
lines of the proposed streets wore about 
the samo as the old ones. He said that a 
better sweep could he made, in his judg- 
ment, from Park to Tremont street by 
taking tho land on the opposite side from 
that proposed in the city engineer’s plan. 

Col. David W. Farquharof Gov. Greou- 
halge’s staff appeared in favor of tho 
proposed improvement. He said that it 
was one that should be carried out as 
soon as possible. It will, he went on to 
say, connect Newton with Liostou by 
means of au electric street railroad, the 
West End company having agreed to con- 
tinue its tracks from Oak Square through 
to Newton, provided the connecting 
thoroughfares were made sufficiently 
wide to warrant its taking that step. 
Baston has done its part, and it only re- 
mains now for Newton to complete the 
work and give to its citizens tho advan- 
tages which a through line to Boston 
will afford. 

Mr. S. A. D. Sheppard — It seems to be 
the unanimous opinion that the proposed 
wideniug should be carried through in a 
straight line to Vernou street. I am 
happy to put myself on record as being 
in favor of the improvement. It seems 
to me that argument is almost unneces- 
sary, as everyone is agreed, apparently, 
that it is a wise measure. The widening 
scheme i-. uot altogether a new one. ll 
is in reality a miicli mooted subject. The 
proposed improvement has long been 
favored by the people. It was agiti'ed 
when 1 was a member f 1 lie city couucil. 
At that time, ih*- West End raiiroid was 
the chief obstacle. I would not agree 
to exteud its tr cks until a double line 
had been carried through to O ik Square. 
That lias now been done. I' he city of 
Boston has widened the street through 
Allstoti aud Brighton to Oik Square, and 
has provided for the wideniug of Tre- 
mont street to the Newtou line. There 
remains now only that small part be- 
tween tbe Boston line and Nouantum 
square in Ibis city to lie taken care of. 
The bit of railroad between Nouantum 
square and Tremont street, connecting 
with the West End sy item will be one of 
tbe most useful aud valuable, iu my 
judgment, iu New England. 

Mr. George C. Travis — I have resided 
iu Newtou teu years aud near tbe locality 
where tne improvement is to be made. 

It is the first time that 1 have visited the 
City Hall for the purpose of favonug any 
public improvement, I am here to- 
night, as a oitizeu, with no pecuniary in- 
terest in the nutter, because 1 feel the 
importance of carrying out the proposed 
widening plan. I have heard of uo sug- 
gestion of opposition to the improve- 
ment. The whole city, it seems to tne, 
will be tlie gainer by openiug up that 
section of the city to the adjoining 
metropolis. I want to say a word aboui 
the expense, I like to see the tiuauces 
of the citv carefully looked after and 1 
believe that they are in Newton. It lias 
certainly been the case siuce I have been 
a resident of the city. 1 am convinced 
that this proposed improvement will | 
warrant every dollar laid out on it and j 
that there will be an ttlfnnst immediate 
return to the city. Carry it out to com- | 
pleliou, therefore, as speedily as possi- 
ble. Iu so doing, you may he assured of 
the cordial support of tne community. 
We are all ol one mind, apparently, in 
this matter. One of the pleasant filings 
iu this city is the ease with which the 
citizens cau come to the governing 
power. Wo are afforded every facility 
for presenting our views aud the wise 
sngges’i m or well defined desire of a 
m ijority of t lie peoplu lecuives their due 
consideration. 

Mr. J ihu T. I.augford — While 1 do not 
represent tho particular section where 
the improvement is likely to lie made, 1 
am nevertheless interested in it. It 
commends itself, 1 think, to every citizeu 
of the city as a wise measure iu the in- 
terests of the whole people. It is, I 
think, one of the wisest improvements 
ever undertaken tu the city. It will fur- 
nisb a connection with Boston by means 
of au electric stroet railway, buuefilling 
not only the immediate district, but, iu 
my judgment, the entire city. 1 heartily 
approve of the general plan and urge its 
being carried forward at the earliest 
possible moment, 1 favor the suggestion 
that tne struct be made of equal width, 
thereby saving tbe necessity of a jog be- 
tween Vernon and Washington stieets. 
Whatever it costs, and, tbe cost cannot be 
very great, the line of lieauiy should be 
maintained. I hope, therefore, that 
whatever is tloue it will uot be with a 
view to parsimony, but rather with tbe 
purpose of carrying out uu improvement 
that will bo for the interests of the city 
for all time. 

Mr, N. T. Allen— Speaking as one uot 
a resident of the section immediately in- 
terested,! desire to add my word of com- 
mendation for this proposed • nterprise. 
in tuy -ts years yoais in this city, I have 
always favored all public improvements. 


The plan to widen 1’ark, Tremont and 
Washington street Is one that will not 
only benefit Wards 1 ami 7, butin roality, 
as Mr. Travis lias said, the whole city, 

I have long roengnizod the value of this 
proposed connecting street rnilway line. 

It will ho a great advantage to Newton, 

1 am stronglv in favor of the projeot. 

Mr. S. L Powers — I dosiro to say that 
I am not opposed to the general plan of 
widening. On the contrary, I am hearti- 
ly in fnvor of it. I favorod tho improve- 
ment some years ago, and in connection 
with others advocated it, 1 believe, when 
I was a member of tho city couucil. I 
simply contend that it would bo bettor to 
carry a straight line down Park street to 
Veriion street. It should ho remembered 
that there is a good deal of teaming 
through Vernon snoot With tracks run- 
ning through Park street to Nonantum 
square, the teaming over Vernon street 
will naturally increase. Tlioro is all tho 
more reason, therefore, for avoiding a 
sUarp turn at the corner of those 
thoroughfares. I think that ’hero is hut 
one opinion concerning the subject ns a 
whole. That opinion, it is perhaps need- 
less to add, is praotically unanimously in 
favor of carrying forward the widening 
project. In doing that, 1 agree with other 
spoakers, that tho board will roccivo the 
support of tho citizens who believe that 
the result will bo of groat benefit to tho 
city. 1 wisli to say t.hnt tho present city 
government has dealt, with a number of 
important public improvements with wis- 
dom. Tile future will show in wliat de- 
gree its judgment lins boon for the inter- 
ests of tlie community. The foolishness, 
if any, in the enterprises of late under- 
taken or pushed forward to completion, 
is due to previous city governments iu 
delaying to take the initial stop, through 
what might possibly be termed unwise 
economy, 1 believe that many of theso 
projects should have been commeuood 
years ago. Tho present city government 
has luui tho courage to go abend with 
the work, and I believe it must of neces- 
sity receive tho sanction of tho pouple 
who desire to see Newton progress 
toward tlie future that now scorns to pic- 
ture so invitingly. 

The hearing was closed. 

A hearing was next opened on the peti- 
tion of the New England Telephone & 
Telegraph company for permit to attach 
oross arms to poles on L ike and Myrtle 
avenues. No remonstrants appeared aud 
the hearing was closed. 

A hearing was uext given on the order 
providing for tho widening of Washing- 
ton street from a point near Lincoln Park 
to Germaiu street. Mr. Henry F. King 
appeared. Ho said that he had nothing 
to say in condemnation of the widening 
plan. It is a matter, ho wont on to say, 
that I have given considerable thought 
to aud I believe that I have evolved a 
plan that is au improvement upon the 
one proposed by tho city engineer. It is 
a plan, 1 thiuk, that will not only benefit 
our ward, but the whole city. 1 would 
therefore ask that action on tho order bo 
delayed until opportunity is presented io 
plaoe it before the city couucil for con- 
sideiation. 

Mr. Everett Washburn appoared in the 
interests of a client. He said that he 
lacked knowledge of what tho city pro- 
posed to do and that he was an opponent 
only in the sense of bringiug out the roa- 
squs justifying tlie proposed improve- 
ment. 1 understood, he went on to say, 
that a special law was passed giving the 
citv tlie right to take the laud in connec- 
tion with the railroad for tho joint pur- 
pose of separating tho guides aud widen- 
ing the thoroughfare. What I don’t un- 
derstand is why the city has not availed 
itself of that law in this particular ense. 

The mayor, in renly to Mr. Washburn, 
stated that while the law gave the city 
power to take the land. it. was provided, 
that it c mid not hu seized unless put to 
public use. For that reason, tlie city in 
tlie present case was acting independent- 
ly. It would seize the laud it required, 
he went ou to say, and the railroad 
would look out for its part. 

Mr, Washburn — tiow long will it be 
before ihe land seized is needed for the 
purposes of tlie city? 

M iyor Bothfeld said that Alderman 
Plummer, chairman of the highway com- 
mittee, was probably best equipped to 
auswer that questiou. The latter said 
that it was not yet decided. It would 
probably lie soou, lie added, as it was 
part of the geueral plan of widening 
Washington street. The hearing was 
j closed. 

A hearing was immediately opened on 
j tlie petition of the New Eogland Tele- 
j phone it Teleginpb Company for permit 
I to locate poles ou Parker street near 
Ilidge aveuue. Alderman Bullard pre- 
sented a remonstrance from II. G. El- 
kins, etal. A protest from C. 11. White 
was received. Mr. Cutler, representing 
Mrs. Keeler, appeared in opposition. 
Tlie hearing was closed.

THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


A meeting of the Newton school com- 
mittee was held Wednesday ovoniug. 
The supeiinteudent of schools presented 
his monthly report and the nnuual report 
was presented by Mr. L. E. Coffin. The 
latter stated among other things that it 
was deemed inexpedient to introduce 
cooking and manual training into tlie 
schools the coming year. It referred at 
some length to the uoed of additional ac- 
commodations at the High school build- 
ing and alluded to the wooden portion of 
tlie present building, which was repre- 
sented as being in poor sanitary shape, 
badly out of repair and dangerous in the 
event of fire. A new brick section to re- 
place the wooden portion, it stated bad 
beeu a necessity for the past few years. 
Tbe report contains tlie usual statistics. 
The amount expended by tho school de- 
partment for the year was $144,045; 
average cost per pupil, $39.25; average 
cost per pupil for books and supplies, 
$1.05; average expense per pupil. (High 
school), $01.10; increase iu expenditures 
for the schools, 3 7 10 per cent. 

Mr. Hollis made some inquiries as to 
tbe method of getting at the figures. He 
wanted au opportunity, hu suid, to ex- 
amine further into that part of the re- 
port. Mr. Ward explained, at some 
length, how the committee had proceed- 
ed in the matter. Finally, ou motion, 
the report was adoptud, except that por- 
tion containing the figures.it being voted 
to lay over that part until the uext meet 
ing for tbe purpose of examination. 

There was quite a lively diBcussioti 
over a maj nity and minority report of 
the Waid Four committee regarding tho 
employment of a master iu tlie Hamilton 
school, Lower Falls. The majority re- 
port recommended that the superinten- 
dent be instructed 'o secure the services 
of a master in the Hamilton school. The 
minority report opposed that addition to 
the teaching force. Mr. Beck, who pre- 
sented the majority report, said that 
when the master was taken trom the 
Hamilton school three years ago, it was 
with the understanding that there was to 
be a further concentration in other parts 
of the city with a view to decreasing the 
number of masters. Tuere had beeu uo 
such deciease and, iu his judgment the 
people of the Lower Falls trad not beeu 
used fairly iu the matter. The ebange 
in tlie Hamilton school bud been diulo- 
matically made, lie went on to say, nut 
in a manner that was open to some criti- 
cism. The people of the distiict thought 
that they had not been justly treated in 
the matter. 

Mr. Ii-ck asked the superintendent of 
schools it there had not been such au un- 
derstanding, as he rafeirart, to regarding 
tho Hamilton school. Tlie superinten- 
dent, iu reply, said that he knew of uo 
such understanding. Mr. Beck tlicu read 
a letter signed by Mr. Oder, r former 
member of the board, who stated that 
ho consented to the plau of dispensing 
with the services of a master at the 
Lower Falls, with the distinct under- 
standing with the superintendent Unit it 
was to be part ot a geueral concentrating 
plan to be followed up iu other parts of 
the city. 

Mr. Adams, who signed the majority 
report with Mr. Beck, gave his reasons 
for doing so. He said that tile peoplu ot 
the Lower Fails felt strongly iu the mat- 
ter and thought they had been badly aud 
unfairly treated. They feel that they 
have Iteeu injured. My opitiiou is that 
tlie influence of a master in the district 
would be a wholesome and uplifting oue. 

Mrs. Davis spoke of the schools iu 
Concord. She said the children there 
were brought to the buildings in the 
centre of the town, and that the concen- 
tration plan had beeu found to possess 
great advantages. 

Mr. Smith asked Mr. Beck if he 
thought tne objection to parents sending 
pupils to the Williams school would lie 
obviated if the board provided tor their 
transportation in the cars. 

Mr. Beck thought it would not be a 
means of ending the dissatisfaction, for 
the reason that pupils wimld be uliliged 
to walk u long distance from the termi- 
nus of the road Lo their homes. 

iSupt. Aldrich was called upon. He 
said among other things that if tne 
choice was lo lie made by himself, with 
his own child, bet ween sending Inin or 
her to the Hamilton suliool, under pres- 
ent conditions, nr tu tlie Williams, lie 
should clio ise the latter. He thought 
that transportation could lie provided to 
permit sending the Lower Fulls pupils 
borne a; noon time, if the board deemed 
it feasible. From inquiries that lie had 


made, ho had ascertained that tho pupil 
the longest distance from tho terminus 
of the oleotrio oars, had n walk of eight 
minutes to roach homo. Tho othora had 
estimated wnlka of (I, 3, 1 and 5 minutes. 
Even with ii master at the Hamilton, tho 
superintendent said |in ootioliisinn ( the 
pupils of tho Hamilton could not in the 
next few years got tho advniilnges that 
would ho obtniued iu tho Willltima 
school. 

It wns stnted by a member of tbo board 
that there wero only seven pupils in the 
ninth grade of the Hamilton school who 
wero otiligod to go to the Williams school 
under tho chnnge. It was argued by Mr. 
Smith nnd othors that theso pupils ob- 
tained superior advantages thoro. The 
order authorizing tho employment of a 
master in tho Hamilton school was final- 
ly oallod up by Mr. Beck. It was de- 
feated, mori) than two-tbirds of the 
members voting in the uegntivo. 

Orders were adopted authorizing the 
printing of 3000 copies of the annual re- 
port, closing tho schools Friday, .Ian. 25, 
in order to givo tho teachers an opportu- 
nity of attending n teacheis' convention; 
appointing Herbert K. Siilos, Hurry E. 
Williams, Hapet M. l’illibboslan, Nellie 
Durney and Marie W. Tyler, assistants iu 
the Notianliim evening school, at salary 
at rate of $1 50 per evening, and Fred U. 
Keyes, assistant in tho Clatlin evening 
drawing school, with salary no rate of $3 
per evening; appropriating $13,548.05 fur 
school department expenses ot October; 
appropriating $14S 05 for furnishing tho 
the addition to tne Rice school.

Women’s Privileges. 

To the Editor of the (iRsi'iuc;— 

While wo hoar so much talk of 
Women’s Rights, how many are aware of 
their privileges? 

Under tho laws of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts women have certain 
rights and privileges which aro denied 
to men. 

1. Women aro not obliged to pay a 
poll tax. 

2. Wonun are not obliged to do jury 
duty. 

8. Women are not obliged to do mili- 
tary duty. 

4. Women nro exempt from arrest in 
civil action uutil judgment has been ob- 
tained against them. 

5. Women employees are exceptional- 
ly provided for by the statutes regulating 
labor. 

0. Alien women, by marrying a citi- 
zen, or by tbeir husband’s naturalization 
become citizens. 

7. Women, by living five years in nny 
city or towu, or by their husband’s “set- 
tlement,” seenro a "settlement right” 
without paying taxes, which entitles 
them to be taken care of by such city or 
town in case of need. 

8. Women, coming into this Common- 
wealth without tbeir husbands, control 
their property situated here, as though 
unmarried. 

0. Tho property of widows or un- 
married women, above the ago of twenty- 
one years, to tho value of $500, is exempt 
from taxation, if the whole estate does 
not exceed $1000, exclusive of property 
otherwise exempt from taxation. 

10. Women may receive from their 
husbands gifts of wearing apparel and 
articles of peisoual ornament, or neces- 
sary for peisonal use, to tbe value of 
$2000, which, if not giveu in fraud, shall 
lie i-xompt from claims of their husband’s 
creditors. 

11. Women, though able, through 
past accumulation, or present earnings, 
are uot obliged to support their children 
nor themselves, it their husbands are 
living. 

To offset this obligation of tho bus- 
band to support the family (a) he is 
giveu a larger right iu bis wife’s pro- 
petty than she is in his. A woman can- 
uot do away with her husbaud’s curlesy 
or life interest iu one-half her lands 
without his consent, nor can a mau do 
away with his wife’s dower without her 
consent. Subject to these future inter- 
ests iu 'heir real prouerty, botli have 
complete control of their property dur- 
ing their lives. The wile too has cenatu 
allowances Irom her liusbano’s estate 
By ante nuptial agreement, or by con- 
veyance by trust bvioie marriage, or by 
decree of separation, complete contro ot 
property may bo retained or secuied, 
while the husband’s obligation to sup- 
port cannot be evaded. 

(b) Hu has control of the children iu 
the first instance, but the probate court 
c insiders only the welfare of the chili' i en 
aud the mother can always find relu-i in 
case of wrong to her children, or to her- 
self through them. X

The feeling that the Mayor of Newtou 
ought to have a salaiy that would bear 
some relatiou to the ouerous duties of 
Ilia position culminated Monday night iu 
the presentation of an ordei increasing 
lt from SLOCK) to $2.oU0. The hoard of 
aldermen seemed to he uuauimous in 
favor of nu increase, and some favored 
making it $3,300. 

There are iiiauy strong arguments iu 
favor of the extra salary as tho duties of 
tbel Mayor have so ins eased th it they now 
demaud the larger portion of the time ot j a iiecessity, 
auy incumbent who wishes to do his 
duty faithfully, and the pteseut salary 
hardly reimburses him for tbe expenses 
which the olli :e involves. 

Iu former days the office of Mayor 
took hut little time aud the questions to 
be considered were of lelalively small 
importance compared with the great 
problems of today. As tbe city is 
growing iu size eveiy year, it is not pos- 
sible that those dalies cau help becom- 
ing more oueious with every year, and 
tlie city would find it wise economy to 
pay a salaiy large enough to command 
the best talent and ability to he had. As 
it is now, it is only a comparatively 
wealthy man who cau afford to take the 
office, and most of these are so immersed 
iu their own privatb affairs that they cau

The Congregational Club. 

In the parlors of the Congregational 
church at West Newtou, Monday night, 
the members of the Congregational Club 
gathered for tbeir first meeting this sea- 
son. After an hour of pleasant social 
re-union the club and, the guests pro- 
ceeded to the ohapel, where supper was 
served, the blessing being invoked by 
the Rev, K. U. Uyingtou, D. D, 

After justice hnd been done to tho 
good things provided by Catcror Dill, 
President Albert F. Hayward carted the 
club to order, and prayor was olforod by 
the Rev. Theodoro P. Prudden, D. D. 
Mr. James K. C. Hyde referred to the 
death of Mr. Laugdon S. Ward siuoe the 
last meeting of the club, aud ou his 
motion a committee was appointed to 
present suitable resolutions at tho 
November mooting. 

The Rev. M. D. Kneelaud, who re- 
signed a pastorate iu Boston lately to bu- 
como held secretary of the New England 
Sabbath Protective League, spoke brielly 
in behalf of the League, which has been 
incorporated under the laws of tho state, 
aud lias an important work before it in 
defending tho rights of laboring people 
and others to a day of rest. 

The music for the evening was fur- 
nished by a quartet from Eliot church, 
under tho direction of Mr. W. H. Dun- 
ham, aud that their singing was appreci- 
ated was plainly shown by the audience. 

The subject that had been anuouueed 
was “Some Echoes from the Auuunl 
Meeting of the American Bourd," and 
the speaker was the Rev. Doremus Scud- 
dor, M. D., wbo bus lately become the 
pastor of the Woburu Congregational 
church, hut came of a missionary family, 
aud was for several years a medical mis- 
sionary iu Japan. The meetiug of tbo 
American Board like that of tbo Congre- 
gational National Couuoil, gave evidouco, 
he said, of the growtli of a denomina- 
tional self-consciousness corresponding 
to the development of our uatiouul self- 
uonsoimieuess. Ringing expruasiou of 
these feelings found voice in addresses of 
condemnation of persecuting govern- 
ments and iu demands for more vigorous 
defeuoo of the missionaries by the Statu 
department of our own uatiuti. As to 
the lluauoiul problem, there was a strong 
sentiment that retrenchment must stop, 
that there must bo no more debts, that 
pastors must bo urged to press the mat- 
ter with tbeir people, and that an appeal 
should be made to wealthy men tu meet 
the present deficiency. To all hostile 
criticism the answers must be “Thunk 
you,” "Forward!” 

Thu address was most effective, and 
wus received with frequeut applause.

Suffrage Sure to Come. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

It is generally conceded that women 
would be given the light of suffrage In 
municipal matters were it not for the op- 
position which is urged ngainst the 
proposition by women themselves. It 
seems to me that the objection made by 
women to this proposition is largely 
sentimental. It certainly is no argument 
to say mat what is light and expedient 
should not bo permitted, even though 
some of those to lie benefited by it do 
not approvo of it. Nor has the argument 
any force that woman suffrage ought not 
to be granted for the reason that many 
women would not avail theniselveH of tho 
privilege conferred. There have been 
municipal and even state elections where 
less than one-balf of tho registered 
voters failed to vote, and there have iieen 
many laws passed because they wore just 
nnd expedient, even though there was 
apparently no public demand in fuvor of 
their passage. 

In Massachusetts woman has an equal 
right with man to hold proporly, to make 
contracts and to do business; Bhe also 
has the same right to enforce her legal 
rights with reference to property. She 
is also subject to the same burdens of 
taxation upon her property for the main- 
tenance of the various departments of 
government. In othor wordB, in every- 
thing that pertains to property, and the 
burdens upon property for the support 
of public instruction slio stands upon ex- 
actly the same footing as does her fellow 
mau. The question now is, shall she be 
entitled to exercise the right of suffrage 
in matters pertaining to municipal gov- 
ernment in which sire has the same in- 
terest and the same obligation as man? 

The only qualification outside of that 
of age, residence, nativity, etc., for the 
exercise of suffrage in Massachusetts is 
based upon education, and the ouly 
educational qualification called for is 
that the applicant for suffrage shall be 
able to write his name, aud to read tho 
English language. It is of no conse- 
quence that he writes his name poorly 
and reads the language with difficulty, 
nor is it of auy consequence that he 
comprehends fhe meaning of the langu- 
age he reads or that ho has intelligence 
or judgment in the exercise of the privi- 
lege conferred. 

Now, it will be readily conceded that 
woman will have 110 more difficulty in 
meeting the educational qualification 
than man, and the only possible objec- 
tion that cau bo urged against her ex- 
ercising the right of suffrage is that it is 
not exponent that she should do so. 
Today woman is permitted In Massa- 
chusetts to vote for members of tho 
school enmmittoe and she is eligible for 
election upon school boards. No ono 
has doubted the expediency of allowing 
womau to oxercise that privilege, nor 
has anyone doubted the expediency of 
allowing woman to bold property, to 
make contracts and to do business iu her 
individual name. Iu those states where 
women have been accorded the privilege 
of votiug iu state affaiis, as in Wyoming, 
and in municipal affairs, as iu Kansas, 
the law has worked to the satisfaction of 
ail and is commended by all good citi- 
zens in those states. In England woman 
is permitted to vote, provied she is a 
freeholder, that is, an owncrof the estate 
upon which she lives, aud the English 
idea appoars t > go to tbo exteut of advo- 
cating the right of a womau to vote pro- 
vided she owns property in real estate. 
In this couutry whoro the property 
qualification has been dispensed with, 
aud the educational qualification has 
been substituted, there would appear to 
be uo good reason for withholding the 
right of suffrage from women. The 
theory of a Republican form of govern- 
ment is that the people shall govern nnd 
there can bo no conclusive or logical rea- 
son vhy a womau should not take part 
in the government provided she can meet 
the educational qualifications. 

Tho right of suffrage by women is sure 
to come. It will come because there is 
uo good and sufficient reasou why it 
should not. It will come because where 
it has been adopted it has met with al- 
most universal approval. It will come 
because it is along tho same line with the 
privileges that have been extended to 
women with refereuco to the holding of 
property, the making of contracts aud 
taking part in the business affairs of 
life. E. C. P.

RECEPTIO.N' TO MRS. II K\ KOTO. 

OIVKN BV NEWTON FEDERATION OF WO- 
MAN'S CLUBS. 


Newton's Federation of Woman's Clubs 
ln-ld a reception Monday in Bray’s Hall, 
Newton Centie, in honor of Mis. Ellen 
M. Ilcnrotin of Chicago, the national 
president of the Federation of Woman’s 
Clubs. Mis. K. L. N. Wal'oti, acting 
president of the fedeialiun, presided, I 
ami in n few npprnptialo remarks intro- 
duced the guest of the afternoon. 

Mrs. Henrotin spoke of tho danger of 
too much organization. In older to en- 
joy club life thoroughly, she add. wo- 
men should understand the underlying 
principles of cluha. Woman’s chibs are 
to be found all over the world. The 
woman’s movement was first started in 
missionary societies, then in sauitaiy 
commissions, in xt in the foundation of 
tho W. C. T. U.. and now in womau’s 
clubs. 

The great work of woman at the Chi- 
cago exposition was dwelt upon and a 
glowing tributo was psid to Mrs. Potter 
Palmer, whom Mrs. Henrotin regarded 
as having done more for women tbau any 
other woman in the United States, since 
she gained governmental recognition for 
them, Of the several hundred con- 
gresses held during the Chicago exposi- 
tion women were excluded from only 
three of them as speakers. 

Six yours ago the national federation 
was started, and its growth has been 
phenomenal. Its aim is to raise the 
nverago of women along ethical, educa- 
tional and morel lines. 

Mrs. Mary A Livermore said she bad 
lived years in Chicago, aud the women 
of that city know what to say and how 
to say it. It wiib wonderful how Mrs. 
Palmer had led the Chicago exposition, 
in the face of the indifference of the men. 
The Chicago Fortnightly Club is what 
the New England Woman’s Club is to 
New Eughmd; it was the mother of all 
other clubs. Mrs. Livermore went to 
Chicago iu 1854 when it was but a mud 
hole, and she attributed its rapid growth 
‘to the fact that from the begiuniug wo- 
men were forced to tho front in munici- 
pal matters aud their iufiueuce and sug- 
gestions mado the Chicago of today 
possible. All the enterprise of women 
dates from the war, as it unified uot only 
men, but womeu. After the war women 
commenced to organize, aud Abhie W. 
May and Kate L rnise Schuyler of New 
York were the pioneers in that direction. 

Woman’s clubs stand for sisterly love. 
In them it is no uncommon thing for a 
rich woman to piy the club fee of a poor 
woman, that she too may come and en- 
joy all the brightness and inspiration o( 
the club. 

In 85 years 40,000 girls have been grad- 
uated from colleges, and 30,000 more are 
now ready to graduate. Do you believe 
that 400 clubs composed only of womeu 
cau speak aud not be heard? Let us 
never forgot that sisterly love which 
helps us to tolerate one another, nnd not 
one of us but needs toleration. 

Regrets were read from Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe, Mrs. Ednah D. Cheeuey, 
Gov. Greeuhalge, Lieut. -Gov. Wolcott 
and Mayor Curtis. 

Mrs. Alice Ives Breed of Lynn said 
that she knew Chicago ayd Boston, aud 
knew also that all the culture aud in- 
telligence was uot centred in any one 
part of the country. 

Mrs. J. II. Sawyer of Chestnut Hill 
said club life tended to broaden woman’s 
sphere and encourage nobler living. 

Six effectively decorated tables were 
arranged ut either side of the hall, aud 
hero refreshments were served after the 
guests had boeu presented to the receiv- 
ing party, consisting of Mrs Henrotin, 
Mrs. Walton, Mrs. Hill and Mrs. Alice 
Ives Breed of Lynn.
